Maybe 
that’s just personal - but maybe not. It 
doesn’t matter. I more than welcome the 
heat sinking into bone, then passing fur- 
ther into soul. The season is no longer 
modulated by convenience, but instead 
dominated by a sweet vengeance.

Dan Solomon reviewed Accidental, calling 
the play’s political commentary “half-baked” 
and a failure.

TELL COUNCIL TO DO THE RIGHT THING 

Dear Editor, 

Isn’t it ironic? We’ve got some capitalist 
speculators in Austin that want bailouts - for 
themselves. At your expense. 

They want to force you to accept inserting 
commercial businesses into your neighborhood, 
possibly right next door to you. These commercial 
businesses are boutique hotels, aka commercial 
short-term rentals - homes bought as invest- 
ments to use as hotels that rent out for less than 
30 days per year, often for a weekend at a time. 
This is illegal and always has been. But, there 
was a public hearing on this topic at City Council 
last week and five council members voted on first 
reading to allow this. We need to speak up and 
halt this. 

More irony: Their vote undermines the city’s 
new master plan because CSTRs violate multiple 
tenets of the plan. Other new plans ban CSTRs 
- the new condo towers Downtown do not allow 
short-term rentals. 

Having short-term renters displace residents 
who are committed, long-term neighbors is dis- 
ruptive and harms the quality of life. And, again, 
it’s illegal. It’s not fair to change the rules after 
we’ve already purchased our homes. 

It’s a land use/zoning issue: 

1) Stability of neighborhoods, schools, and 
churches - CSTRs reduce the number of citizens in 
a neighborhood who create the fabric of society. 

2) Citizen safety in neighborhoods - CSTR’s 
customers are not residents. They constantly 
come and go, so residents no longer know who 
belongs in the neighborhood, and neighborhood 
crime watch programs are weakened. 

3) The loss of voting, contributing citizens 
of Austin. 

4) Housing costs increase for all Austin citi- 
zens as CSTRs reduce the supply. 

CSTRs destroy the quality of life and existence 
of a neighborhood by converting homes into bou- 
tique hotels. CSTRs remove neighbors from neigh- 
borhoods. You lose the potential to have a friend, 
crime watcher, and/or neighborhood volunteer. 


CSTRs are banned from New York City to 
Chicago, Telluride, San Francisco, and Napa; from 
Oahu to Portland, Santa Monica, Phoenix, and 
the Florida Keys. Even right here in Rollingwood 
they are illegal. But our Austin neighborhoods will 
be turned into commercial boutique hotel zones. 
There are currently between 2,000 and 3,000 
short-term rentals in Austin and the number is 
increasing dramatically. 

Just ask yourself: do you want a commercial 
short-term rental property next door to you? Do 
you want strangers next door? 

Tell City Council to do the right thing - keep 
commercial short term rentals illegal.

Electric Lessons 

Beneath the AE rate debate stands 
the strong ground of public process 


Like everybody else in Austin, I’m not 
looking forward to a rate increase on my elec- 
tric bill this fall. As Mike Kanin recounts in 
“Total Utility,” p.22, the rate changes, finally 
ratified by City Council last week, have been 
a very long time coming, although for 
the last six months it’s been fairly 
clear that we’d get hit one way 
or another. The city’s major 
utility couldn’t go on as it 
had, forever punting poten- 
tial increases down the 
line to some imaginary 
perfect moment. 

Arguably, the plan 
council settled on after 
weeks of work sessions 
and public discussion - and 
oh yes, an election campaign 
- is essentially the tribute poli- 
tics is paying to inflation since 1994. 

It raises rates not nearly as dramatically as 
AE staff had proposed, but with the antici- 
pation of another increase in two years and 
more frequent rate reviews, it creates a new 
tier system that should both encourage con- 


servation and protect customers at the lower 
tiers of usage (and presumably income); it 
also expands the existing aid program for 
low-income citizens who need it. 

GM Larry Weis summarized the changes 
with a sense of accomplishment: “We 
not only raised revenue, which is 
the rate increase, but more 
fundamentally we restruc- 
tured all of the rates and 
moved them considerably 
around, and adopted rates 
that promote energy effi- 
ciency and that improve 
low-income benefits. We 
addressed the governance 
issue with the city, we 
addressed the transfer ... 
there was a lot of different 
pieces to it.” (It’s much more 
complicated in detail - council mem- 
bers and interested Austinites got a crash 
course in the minutiae of utility policy. For 
a detailed breakdown, the AE summation 
of the rate structure is posted with this 
column online.) 


Battles Ahead 

All of these elements were in the works 
from the first days of the city discussions, 
although predictably it took weeks of public 
and private efforts to review the details, 
develop the changes, and most importantly, 
engage the public in the process. None of us 
is happy about rate increases, but we have 
ample reason to take community satisfac- 
tion from the process that determined the 
outcome - nothing of which would be pos- 
sible if (as is advocated periodically here 
and at the Capitol) our municipal utility 
were turned over to private hands and the 
tender ministrations of the “free market.” 
There may yet be a change in governance - 
council will be exploring the possibility of a 
separate AE board of directors - but other 
than sharing the workload, the public 
authority will remain ours. 



> Not a terribly full agenda for today’s (Thursday) 
City Council meeting, with the most volatile dis- 
cussion likely to be in the evening public hearing 
on the proposed Comprehensive Plan (“Coun- 
cil to Imagine Imagine Austin,” p.18). Before the 
month ends and summer hiatus begins on June 
28, the hot-button subject will be dueling single- 
member district plans and the decision of 
which to place on the November ballot. 

> Council last week approved on first reading (5-2) a 
set of rules regulating short-term rental homes, 
allowing commercial rentals (the most controversial 
element of STRs) in up to 3% of all homesteads in 
any ZIP code; details are still being hammered out. 
Council also approved the Seaholm Power Plant 
redevelopment plan to allow office space, with only 
a small portion dedicated to retail and public use. 

> The new STAAR end-of-course student tests are 
getting failing grades after the Texas Education 
Agency issued the dismal first year results this 
week. Now up to half of AISD students may face 
retesting boot camp, and many blame the TEA’S 
botched changeover from TAKS. 

> After Texas Attorney General Greg Abbott agreed 
to allow DNA testing of evidence that could prove 
Hank Skinner innocent of the multiple murder 
that sent him to death row, the state now says it 
has lost a key piece of never-before-tested evi- 
dence: a blood- and sweat-stained windbreaker 
found near the body. See “Evidence Missing in 
Skinner Case,” Newsdesk blog, June 13. 

A federal indictment unsealed June 12 in Austin 
charges members of the violent Los Zetas drug car- 
tel with laundering drug money through U.S. quarter 
horse racing. Among those charged is alleged 
Zetas leader Miguel Angel Trevino Morales, who 
is still at large and thought to be in Mexico. 

> There were three fatal motorcycle crashes last 
weekend during the Republic of Texas Biker 
Rally, including a man who was killed after falling 
from the U.S. 290 East overpass and a collision 
on Martin Luther King Jr. Blvd. in East Austin. More 
than 40,000 bikers attended the annual rally. 

> According to new numbers released this week by 
the FBI, crime decreased in Austin in 2011. 
Violent crime was down 8.4% (led by a 26.3% 
drop in homicides) from 2010, while property 
crimes dropped by 8% (20% for burglaries). Of all 
crime, only arson increased, by 4.1% from 2010. 

Angeline Allen Umlauf, poet and widow of 
sculptor Charles Umlauf, died on June 11, age 
97. In 1991 the couple donated their house and 
much of Charles’ collection to the city of Austin 

as the Umlauf Sculpture Garden. 

“L-i-v-i-n.” Congrats to former and once again 
Travis Co. resident Matthew McConaughey, who 
got married to Camilla Alves in Austin this week. 

> The state Republican and Democratic parties 
held their respective conventions this weekend. 
In Houston, the Dems selected former Cameron 
County Judge Gilberto Hinojosa as their first- 
ever Hispanic chair; the Fort Worth GOP gathering 
was overshadowed by the bitter Senate run-off 
between Ted Cruz and Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst.

We’re not out of the woods yet. Out-of- 
city ratepayers (including some prominent 
Republican activists), who in the end did 
not get the “nonvoting” break they were 
agitating for, will appeal to the state Public 
Utility Commission, and once that process 
begins, there’s no telling what sort of 
Austin-bashing, symbolic or literal, will 
take place at the Legislature. (Gov. Rick 
Perry indulged in the provincial state tra- 
dition once again at the recent state GOP 
convention). But in the meantime, grass- 
roots Austin political values - transparen- 
cy, equity, conservation, and most impor- 
tantly, small-“d” democracy - have been 
honored at length, with a compromise 
solution we have reason to be proud of, 
even if we differ about particular details. 

It’s Our Business 

That’s not the only reason to be happy 
that we own our city utilities, of course. 
Without the fund transfer provided by AE, 
city services from public safety to parks 
would be increasingly strained, and prop- 
erty taxes would skyrocket. Those inevita- 
ble effects seldom get mentioned by the 
folks so devoted to the free market, like 
those conservative or libertarian council 
candidates who perennially pledge to 
privatize the public utilities in the service 
of “lower costs” - which somehow a private 
company whose primary purpose is to 
deliver dividends to its stockholders is 
supposed to provide. And should such an 
entity fail to deliver ... we can all write sup- 
plicating letters to its board of directors, or 
perhaps buy a few shares and raise hell at 
stockholder meetings. 

The public process is far from perfect. It 
encourages political grandstanding, can 
become unnecessarily adversarial, eats 
time and money, prefers detours to 
straight lines, and can get bogged down in 
hyperbolic issues. Kanin’s report of the 
“consumer advocate” who consumed at 
least as much as he advocated is a comi- 
cally cautionary tale (one the city appar- 
ently hasn’t yet learned; the largely redun- 
dant task is built into the new rate struc- 
ture). In short, it’s inevitably political in 
nature, for good and ill. 

All this said, the democratic process is 
highly preferable to the sort of boardroom 
consensus that imposes corporate finan- 
cial priorities on “consumers” - no longer 
citizens - under which these belated rate 
changes would instead have been installed 
by steady degrees (and decrees) over the 
last 18 years. Nor would the city have had 
any recession cushion during the last few 
years, via a utility surplus that enabled 
planning and provided reserves when 
direct tax revenues faltered. All this we 
owe to our community determination - 
when it comes to controlling our common 
resources - to be masters of our own fate. 

It’s often said that democracy is the 
worst form of government, except for all 
the others. The AE rate case tale is our 
own latest local example of that very hard- 
earned principle. ■ 


Shake-up 

HOW GREEN WAS MY AUSTIN ENERGY 


A close-knit community of green energy 
proponents have spent the last two weeks 
wrestling with the sudden, but not terribly 
surprising, resignation of Karl Rabago from 
Austin Energy. The mixture of emotions 
over what is believed to be his forced depar- 
ture is somewhat similar to at least four of 
the five Kubler-Ross stages of grief - denial, 
anger, sadness, and acceptance. But anger 
is the dominant theme, and it’s spurring 
them to organize, strategize, and consider 
their next steps. 

As vice president of Austin Energy’s 
Distributed Energy Services, Rabago over- 
saw the utility’s efficiency services, green 
building, new technologies, market research, 
and generally most anything related to clean 
energy. His hiring in 2009 was widely 
applauded, given his background and work 
history in the energy field, both at the U.S. 
Department of Energy and the state Public 
Utility Commission. During his three-year ten- 
ure at AE, Rabago continued to 
build on the programs created 
under former General Manag- 
er Roger Duncan, who 
recruited him. 

Rabago’s last day at 
the utility is Friday, June 
15 (not June 8, as first 
reported in a preliminary 
version of this story on 
the Chronicle Newsdesk 
blog). Environmentalists 
fear that without him, AE 
will continue backsliding on 
green initiatives as long as 
Marc Ott is city manager. It hap- 
pens that Ott is due for his annual per- 
formance review by City Council, and activists 
want to weigh in with their two cents before 
the evaluation. 

It’s no secret that Ott and Rabago had an 
uneasy relationship. The two got off on the 
wrong foot early on, and Ott, it was said, 
seemed to be looking for reasons to move 
him out. Late last year, after a scrap between 
Rabago and minority contractors temporarily 
caused a missed opportunity for federal 


funding for low-income weatherization, there 
were concerns that Ott would use the inci- 
dent as one more reason to fire him. As one 
city official wryly observed at the time: 
“Rabago has now become a verb at Austin 
Energy. To ‘Rabago’ somebody is to try to 
build up a file to try to get them fired.” 

Indeed, despite his friendliness and acces- 
sibility, Rabago seemed to have a knack for 
rubbing some people the wrong way, both 
inside and outside city government. Some 
local air conditioner contractors, for example, 
had a long-running tussle with him over the 
rebate program. Inside the department, he 
was said to be a tough boss who demanded 
workplace accountability; not every employee 
viewed that as a positive. 

FENCE MENDING 

Once word began to spread early this 
month that Rabago was on his way out, AE 
General Manager Larry Weis reached out to 
an outraged enviro-community in an 
attempt to avert any embarrass- 
ing flare-ups before a June 7 
council vote on an electric 
rate increase. The day 
after council approved the 
new rate structure, Weis 
met for about 90 minutes 
with several advocates 
and professionals. He 
got an earful about what 
they believe to be the utili- 
ty’s backslide on programs 
initiated under former GM 
Duncan. And to his credit, he 
heard them out. 

“They basically wanted to look me in the 
eye and say, ‘Are you still committed to the 
things you said you were committed to?’ and 
I said ‘absolutely,’” Weis recalled. “I didn’t 
tell them what they wanted to hear; I told 
them what I honestly think about what the 
future holds.” He also assured them he had 
no plans to split up the energy services divi- 
sion, as some employees had feared. 

“I would say I was encouraged, but we are 
still concerned,” said Brigid Shea, whom 



Weis initially contacted in an attempt to quell 
a potential storm. During the conversation, 
Weis agreed to meet with representatives to 
try to hash things through. Robin Rather 
summed up the meeting this way: “We went 
in as environmentalists to say ‘enough 
already’ and to offer to help him regroup. 
[Weis] seemed open to that but offered no 
specific next steps.” 

Weis has tapped Fred Yebra for the inter- 
im VP spot, and said he’ll launch an internal 
and external search for Rabago’s successor, 
as well as hire a new chief strategy officer 
to replace John Baker, who left in early 
2011. While his intentions are good, Weis 
admits he’s behind the curve on the green- 
business side of the utility. But with the rate 
case out of the way, he said: “I will pull 
myself close to the organization and make 
sure I understand the working parts real 
well. I haven’t frankly had a chance to do 
that - under different circumstances I would 
have jumped in with both feet, but I’ve been 
working on rates.” 

On Thursday, Rabago was wrapping up 
some loose ends at AE and looking forward 
to furthering his clean energy cause through 
consulting work. And he says he has faith 
that AE will continue raising its profile in the 
green arena. “It’s already got a hard-earned 
reputation,” he said. “It’s got a brand, and 
everybody in the competitive market knows 
that once you have a brand you have to 
work hard to maintain the integrity of that 
brand. That’s what gives the ability to move 
in the marketplace.” ■

the FIA Formula 1 United States Grand Prix. 
And then, according to Hellmund, every- 
thing came unglued. He claims his partners 
repeatedly failed to fulfill their financial 
commitments - endangering the project - 
and that they finally cut him out of the deal 
by negotiating a new and more demanding 
contract with FI. In his suit, Hellmund 
claimed that “Epstein/McCombs’ games- 
manship (or lack of experience) destroyed 
significant benefits for the Company” 
However, with the June 8 agreement, Hell- 
mund is out. That’s a situation that many 
close to the project have described as unfor- 
tunate and tragic, especially since without 
him, there would be no FI in Austin. It was 
his close relationship with FI boss Bernie 
Ecclestone that opened negotiations. No FI, 
no Circuit - and it was a circuit that Hellmund 
helped design, demanding that it be a world- 
class track that would excite drivers and fans. 
No circuit, and none of the other race series 
lined up would have signed on the dotted 
line. It already looks like MotoGP may back 
out of its deal to start racing in Austin in 2013, 
since it was Hellmund - through his close 
friend and former world champion Kevin 
Schwantz - who signed it up. Now racing 
fans are wondering what else departed with 
the track’s visionary. - Richard Whittaker 


for $18 million. The sordid details were expect- 
ed to be heard in Travis County District Court 
this week, but on June 8, Circuit of the 
Americas’ Julie Loignon, vice president of pub- 
lic and community relations, told the Chronicle 
via email that “a settlement agreement has 
been reached.” 

It all came down to a complex network of 
companies and what they brought to the 
table. First up was Full Throttle Productions 
LP: That’s Hellmund’s company, which 
signed the deal with FI. Then there was 
Prophet Track Partners and Prophet Ven- 
tures, two firms run by Austin financier 
Bobby Epstein. Aside from money, Epstein 
also controlled 647 acres of Southeast Travis 
County scheduled to become the Wandering 
Creek housing development, which instead 
became the core of the Circuit of the Amer- 
icas. And finally there was McCombs Motor 
Sports LLC, owned by Red McCombs. Not 
only did the automotive multimillionaire 
bring more cash to the table, but he also 
added political credibility to the project. 

According to Hellmund’s March 12 filing, 
he brought Epstein and McCombs on board 
by offering them 75% of his venture. In 
return for having them finance the track, 
Hellmund became a minority shareholder 
and was hired for 10 years as chairman of 


Hellmund Agrees To Settle FI Suit 


It should be a time of jubilation for the 
team behind Austin’s Formula One race. 
Last Sunday the Circuit of the Americas 
began ticket sales for the inaugural U.S. 
Grand Prix in Austin, and a big push starts 
this weekend for a two-day Formula Expo 
event at the Austin Convention Center. But 
one name will be absent from the festivi- 


ties: Tavo Hellmund, the brain behind the 
project, who has accepted an out-of-court 
settlement to quit the company. 

It’s a tale as old as business itself: The one 
who dreams big often loses out to the money 
men. After months of rumors that Hellmund 
and his investors were at each other’s throats, 
in March Hellmund finally sued his partners

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Dreaming Big With Lady Bird 

An eight-member sustain- 
able design assessment team 
released its preliminary rec- 
ommendations for the Lady 
Bird Lake Special 
Waterfront Project last 
week. While their full report 
isn’t expected until later this 
year, the early word empha- 
sizes a pedestrian-friendly 
lakefront with an eye toward 
more housing and stronger 
transportation. 

The team, which comprises 
eight experts hailing from 
Portland, Ore.; Philadelphia; 

Seattle; and Northampton, 

Mass., spent three days earli- 
er this month investigating 
the strengths and weakness- 
es of Lady Bird Lake’s 
South Shore Central - 
between Travis Heights and Auditorium Shores - and presented their findings last Wednesday night. 

According to the team, some of the weak spots in the current scene include unfriendly streetscapes, lim- 
ited access to the lake, and wasted land opportunities, but the proximity to Downtown and Austin’s creative 
and diverse community intrigued them. Their biggest qualm was clear: “A Code is not a Vision,” reads a line 
on the PowerPoint slide featuring the Waterfront Overlay District section of the Austin City Code. 

In their vision, the area along the south shore would include a “sustainable solar farm,” “dancing in the 
parking lots,” a hotel on the Austin American-Statesman’s expansive plot of land, and a transportation sys- 
tem that includes streetcars, with Congress Avenue operating as that network’s “spine.” 

A full written report is expected from the team later this year, but to learn more about the initial propos- 
als - including the simple eight-step program to make it all a reality - you can read the team’s 95-page 
PowerPoint presentation at www.austintexas.gov/Waterfront.

What’s in a Name? 



According to state Assistant Solicitor 
General Kristofer Monson, Texas’ Planned 
Parenthood clinics may continue on as pro- 
viders in the Women’s Health Program so 
long as they complete two steps: 1) “stop 
promoting abortion,” and farm out all First 
Amendment free speech activities regard- 
ing reproductive choice to some other enti- 
ty; and, 2) get a new name. If the clinics 
now participating in the WHP would “com- 
ply” with those two simple requirements, 
then it would be “possible” for PP clinics 
across the state to “continue to affiliate” 
with the WHP program, Monson told a 
three-judge panel of the 5th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals during oral arguments on 
June 7 in New Orleans. 

At issue is whether the state can block PP 
from participation in the WHP, a basic 
health care and family-planning program 
begun in 2005. The original program was 
developed as a Medicaid-waiver program, 
open to low-income and uninsured women 
who would otherwise be ineligible for 
Medicaid services (unless pregnant). The 
program is designed to reduce the number 
of unplanned births paid for by the govern- 
ment - no small issue in Texas where the 
majority of births are paid for by Medicaid. 

Since the program’s inception, PP has 
been the state’s largest provider of WHP 
services; in 2010, it served more than half of 
the more than 106,000 clients receiving ser- 
vices. Last year, however, lawmakers moved 
to push PP out of the program, rewriting a 
definition of the word “affiliate” that would 
label all PP clinics in the WHP - which do 
not provide abortion services - as affiliates 
of clinics that do provide abortion services 
(but that receive no government funding 


and are not providers in the WHP). The 
move to block PP from the WHP caused the 
feds to deny the state the Medicaid waiver, 
which means the federal matching funds - 
$9 for every $1 the state kicks in - will dry 
up later this year. Undeterred by the fund- 
ing quandary facing the state, which last 
year also slashed roughly two-thirds of 
funding for family planning across the 
state, Gov. Rick Perry said he would direct 
the Health and Human Services 
Commission to press forward in imple- 
menting a new state-paid WHP that would 
exclude PP clinics. 

That led PP to sue in an effort to block 
enforcement of the rule; Federal District 
Judge Lee Yeakel agreed that the rule as 
written would violate PP’s right to free 
speech and association, and he has enjoined 
the state from enforcing the rule until a trial 
on the merits of the case can be heard this 
fall. The state appealed that ruling, and 
argued last week to the 5th Circuit panel 
that the state has a right to cut PP out of the 
WHP because it disagrees with PP’s support 
of reproductive choice and therefore must 
protect against any suggestion that the 
state’s “imprimatur” is on that message. 
“So, if that rule [took effect],” one of the 
judges asked, “they’d have to delete any 
reference to ‘Planned Parenthood’” in liter- 
ature, signage, and more? “That’s right,” 
Monson answered - nor would they be 
allowed to have the name on “posters or 
materials out in their waiting room.” 

Although Monson made changing the 
name of the nearly 100-year- old nonprofit 
women’s health provider seem like an easy 
remedy, that’s not how Helene Krasnoff, 
who is representing the nine Texas PP enti- 


ties suing the state, sees things - nor does 
she agree with Monson’ s contention that 
giving up the name alone would allow the 
clinics to stay in the WHP 

“The state has stood here today and 
rewritten the rule,” she said - apparently in 
order to make it appear there is less in con- 
flict here than there really is. The actual 
rule, as written into state law, would require 
the clinics to give up all right to use the PP 
name for any reason - and that, Krasnoff 
said, is a clear violation of the First Amend- 
ment. The state sets up rules for the WHP, 
which all of the participating PP clinics fol- 
low - including that they do not provide 


referrals for abortion by WHP clients. 
“There is no question they can set rules for 
their program,” she said. And the PP clinics 
in Texas “follow the rules of the program.” 

The state is not bound to “fund speech it 
disfavors,” she said, but it cannot ban PP 
clinics from the program based on the pro- 
tected speech of its sister entities, umbrel- 
laed under the Planned Parenthood Federa- 
tion of America. To do so “closes the Consti- 
tutional safety valve,” she said. 

The panel - Judges E. Grady Jolly, Harold 
DeMoss, and Carl Stewart - have no deadline 
to rule, but a trial on the merits of the case is 
scheduled to begin Oct. 19.

with the Blanton Museum of Art to the north 
and the Bob Bullock Texas State History 
Museum to the west. The group’s plan remains | 
basically unchanged: to construct a combined * 
planetarium, science museum, and technology ^ 
center in the heart of Austin. < 

What this latest plan does is convert that dream ^ 
into the hub of a $240 million mixed-use develop- ^ 
ment, standing in the shadow of a new, 47-story * 
residential tower. That’s where KUD International * 
comes in: The firm specializes in mixed-use proj- ° 
ects based around cultural landmarks like aquari- « 
urns and stadiums, especially projects where an £ 
institution has struggled to find funding to break o 
ground. The planetarium group has already 
secured $30 million of the $95 million needed for its share 
of the project. Hessel noted that KUD has a long history of 
working with its partner nonprofits to secure funding, so this 
project fits KUD’s portfolio well. He said, “It needs to be diffi- 
cult, it needs to be grand, and it needs to be a game-changer 
for the city involved.” 

The nonprofit has been in long-term discussions with the 
Texas Facilities Commission, but three key pieces recently 
fell into place. First, the commission began planning to turn 
the area around the capitol complex into a mixed-use develop-

ment zone (see “A Capitol Idea? The Capitol Complex Meets 
the Downtown Austin Plan,” May 21, 2010). Second, the 
Legislature changed the rules so the commission could start 
accepting unsolicited proposals. And finally, KUD International 
started looking for a public-private partnership project in 
Austin. Austin Planetarium sent its proposal to the state on 
May 26 and hopes to make a formal presentation at the facili- 
ties commission’s September meeting. - Richard Whittaker 


The Austin Planetarium group has 
spent the last decade trying to get a sci- 
ence and technology museum built. Now 
the local charity has joined forces with con- 
struction firm KUD International to pitch 
the educational project and tourist attrac- 
tion as part of a mixed-use development 
near the capitol. 

Austin is the only one of America’s 50 
largest cities without a planetarium, and 
the group has been eyeing the block at the 
southeast corner of MLK and Congress for 
years to rectify that omission (see “Stars 
Aligning in Planetarium’s Favor,” Nov. 6, 
2009). The lot currently provides surface 
parking for state employees, but Austin 
Planetarium Executive Director Torvald 
Hessel has always envisioned it as the 
last key to a fully fledged museum district,

Council To Imagine Imagine Austin 



City Council meets today (Thursday, June 
14) to tackle a 60-item agenda that includes 
the mother of all planning issues - the 
Imagine Austin Comprehensive Plan - 

which kicks off with a public hearing some- 
time after 4pm (Item 58). The draft docu- 
ment of about 200 pages, a combined effort 
of an advisory task force, staff, and the 
Planning Commission, is designed to serve 
as a long-range guide for planning how Austin 
wants to grow as its population swells. 

Of course, the plan is not without contro- 
versy. One key point of contention deals with 
whether the much-debated State Highway 
45 should be included on the plan’s Growth 
Concept Map, a big-picture view of what the 
city could look like should it follow a plan 
that includes small neighborhood centers in 
some areas and denser commercial growth 
in others. The flip side of the question is 
whether the comp plan should even include a 
Growth Concept Map, which, according to the 
Austin Neighborhoods Council, is “too 
specific to be conceptual” and fails to con- 
sider existing and future neighborhood plans. 

A scorecard would be required to recall the 
number of times city staff has added and 
removed SH 45 from the map over the last 
couple of years. At last count, both the task 
force and the Planning Commission had 
passed the comp plan without SH 45, a 
move that satisfied those who believe the 


highway’s proposed path across parts of the 
Edwards Aquifer would wreak environmental 
havoc and potentially overwhelm MoPac with 
hundreds of additional vehicles, particularly 
at peak drive times. As things now stand, the 
Real Estate Council of Austin and city 
planning staff are requesting that the council 
approve the comp plan with SH 45 on the 
map - identified in the form of a dotted line 
linking South MoPac to 1-35. Representatives 
of varied interest groups are expected to 
weigh in on the overall plan before council 
begins deliberations. 

Other items of interest: 

• Approving immediate funding to add 14 
new employees to the Planning and 
Development Review department in an 
attempt to ease a backlog of building per- 
mits currently handled by an overworked 
skeleton crew (Item 7). 

• Morning briefings from staff on what mea- 
sures are being taken to prepare for the 
Nov. 18 Formula One race (Item 30) and a 
report on form-based code in relation to 
Airport Boulevard redevelopment efforts 
(Item 31). 

• Annual performance evaluations of the city 
clerk and the municipal court clerk (execu- 
tive session). 

• Public hearing on a proposed code amend- 
ment creating a Central Austin University 
Area Zoning Overlay District in response 


to university area residents’ concerns about 
new fraternity houses (Item 52). 

• Public hearing and possible action on a 
proposed zoning change in the construc- 
tion of a controversial condo develop- 
ment in far South Austin. Council tenta- 
tively approved the zoning on a 5-2 vote 
April 26, with Mayor Lee Leffingwell and 
Council Member Kathie Tovo dissenting 
(Item 39). 

• Hearing on the city’s draft fiscal year 2012- 
2013 action plan on housing, as required 
by the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (Item 49). 


• Considering a zoning change to Congress 
Avenue property slated for the White 
Lodging/Marriott hotel on the old Las 

Manitas property that would, according to 
backup material, address parking spaces 
and off-street loading (Item 46). 

• Public hearing and possible action on a 

proposed amendment to the City Code that 
would set limitations on outdoor amphi- 
theatres; the action is a direct response 
to the administrative approval given a 
church’s controversial outdoor performance 
venue under construction in Southwest 
Austin (Item 56). - Amy Smith

Austin 
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Department of Criminal Injustice? 

Michelle Lyons, former director of public 
information for the Texas Department of 
Criminal Justice, has sued the agency, argu- 
ing that it first demoted and then fired her 
because she is a woman. According to the 
suit, filed last week in federal court, she was 
singled out (disciplined, demoted, and later 
fired) and accused of failing to properly record 
her work hours. Lyons denied any improper 
recording of work hours and said she recorded 
her time in the manner she’d been taught by 
previous supervisors. Indeed, she pointed to 
several male employees who recorded their 
time in the same way, none of whom was 
investigated or disciplined for any time-record- 
ing issues. Lyons worked in the prison agen- 
cy’s public information office for more than a 
decade before leaving last month; she was also 
allegedly targeted for harassment when she 
treated a TDCJ employee blogger who requested public information (see www.thebackgate.org) the 
same as she would other reporters. A formal reply to the lawsuit by TDCJ is pending.

The pain and politics of raising electric rates as a means of controlling our destiny

Just after 10am on Monday, May 14, 
Austin City Council Member Bill Spelman 
stepped behind the podium in the press 
conference room at Austin City Hall. To his 
left stood Council Member Chris Riley and 
Mayor Pro Tern Sheryl Cole. Spelman and 
Cole were fresh off re-election victories; 
Spelman managed to avoid a run-off in a 
very crowded field, and Cole defeated her 
sole opponent by roughly 40 points. The 
singular mix of celebration and relief that 
accompanies victory was palpable. But not 
just because of the election. After 18 years 
without council action, two years of prepara- 
tion, several crowded weeks of tedious pub- 
lic work sessions, and - at that point still - 
no clear end in sight, Spelman, Cole, and 
Riley were putting forward their vision of 
what it would take to save Austin Energy. 

They were flanked by supporters, includ- 
ing two former key skeptics. Joshua Hous- 
ton of Texas Impact represented houses of 
worship that had been convinced a rate 
hike of the sort suggested by the utility 
would bury them. Austin Independent 
School District Superintendent Meria 
Carstarphen and AISD General Counsel 
Mel Waxier had worried the rate increase 
would offer similar challenges to schools. 
Yet here they were to support the new pro- 
posal - and a rate increase that could return 
AE to relative solvency. 

Still, absentees might better define that 
morning’s event. City management and 
staff rarely take part in these occasions, as 
they are generally happy to leave the policy 
side of decision-making for elected officials. 
That practice sidesteps a certain truth here: 
Thanks to politics, the utility had been 


allowed to lapse into a precarious financial 
predicament. Worse, when council mem- 
bers were finally ready to tackle the issue, 
old-fashioned bureaucratic rigidity - some 
of which came thanks to a set of operational 
changes visited upon City Hall in the wake 
of the 2010 open meetings controversy - 
kept them from the sort of nimble discus- 
sion that might have resolved this problem 
sooner. To all of that, one could add the rela- 
tively recent hire of AE General Manager 
Larry Weis. Though no doubt an able hand, 
Weis found himself in the impossible posi- 
tion of inheriting the mantle 
of Roger Duncan, a trusted 
veteran of the Austin politi- 
cal apparatus whose advice 
was thusly received. 

No member of the Texas 
Legislature attended the 
press conference either. With 
his appearance at a handful 
of Austin Energy rate hearings, state Rep. 
Paul Workman, R-Austin, has made it clear 
he’s ready to challenge any rate increase on 
the floor of the state House. State Sen. 
Craig Estes, R-Wichita Falls, has already 
tried to put AE in Texas’ deregulated energy 
zone; word is that he’s ready to do it again. 
Indeed, council members seem to worry 
about this as much as they worry about a 
nearly guaranteed challenge from ratepay- 
ers who live outside city limits, and thus 
have the right to ask the state’s Public 
Utility Commission to alter the rate increase. 
The collection of disparate interest groups 
standing behind the council members - and 
by extension, the utility - represented for- 
midable lines of defense against what could 


come next. Like it or not, without Austin 
Energy - and the programs it sustains - 
there would be considerably less of what 
people like to think of as Austin. 

State Rep. Eddie Rodriguez, D-Austin, 
represents portions of East and South Austin, 
where affordability is particularly key. He 
notes that Austin is getting more expensive, 
and while he’s concerned about the impact 
of a dramatic rate increase, he says the utili- 
ty remains an important municipal cog. 
“The city is reliant on Austin Energy for 
things other than Austin Energy,” he said. 


Those who stood behind Spelman, Riley, 
and Cole agreed with the basic premise that 
rates need to rise citywide by roughly 
$71 million immediately; they’d even signed 
on to specific provisions that offered some 
measure of protection to their respective 
sectors as their rates looked to climb. 

By the time City Council voted on June 7 
to approve the Spelman- Cole-Riley rate pro- 
posal, other interest groups, representing 
poor residents and low-energy consumers, 
had also won concessions through last- 
minute amendments. The vote to approve 
the final proposal was unanimous. 

Still, the electric utility business can’t 
be fully understood in a crash course, no 
matter the intentions of policymakers. 


And whatever action council took was 
going to represent a relative stab in the 
dark. Council’s carefully crafted rate solu- 
tion may spread revenue increases per- 
fectly across its ratepayer base in a way 

- that makes everyone happy, saves the util- 

= ity from challenges at the PUC and the 

* Legislature, and gives it enough cash to 

h survive any economic hurdle for the fore- 

° seeable future. It could just as easily do 

® none of that. Somewhere in between rests

- the fate of an entity economically critical 
g to the city. How we all got here illustrates 
z the unsightly mix of uncertainty and 
g political maneuvering that gets poured 
h into rate-making.

Historical Friction 

Spelman had begun that day with a his- 
tory lesson. “Two years ago, the director of 
Austin Energy announced that AE was run- 
ning in the red,” he said. “AE had not raised 
its rates since 1994, and the director pro- 
posed that a rate increase was needed to 
cure large and systemic deficits.” Large the 
deficits certainly were, in terms of Austin 
Energy’s fiscal situation, but it was the “sys- 
temic” that presented the real problem. 

Two weeks later in his City Hall office, 
Spelman elaborated. For him, it came down 
to AE’s cash reserve funds. The utility’s 
reserves are intended to perform a series of 
roles that, collectively, soften the impact of 
the volatile world of energy production and 
sales. In simple terms, as commodities 
prices rise and fall, the fuel costs associated 
with them naturally mirror those actions. 
One of the reserve funds is designed to 
mitigate that issue. Another fund is sup- 
posed to serve as backup for emergency 
power purchases or infrastructure costs - 
the potential results of, say, an extreme 
summer or a strong hurricane - both of 
which can be inordinately expensive. 

The utility’s reserves also play directly 
into its bond rating - and thus its ability to 
borrow money on the cheap. If the reserve 
fund balances stay in a 
sweet spot as defined by 
the three major ratings 
agencies, that should 
theoretically contribute 
to a high bond rating. 
The higher the utility’s 
bond rating, the less 
interest AE will have to 
pay to get people to buy their utility bonds. 

Spelman says his phrasing referred 
directly to the depletion of the reserve 
funds. “The graph that I had in mind when 
I used those words was the graph of the 
reserve levels, which started off at basically 
zero, ballooned up [until] 2005, and then 
have been dropping to close to zero since 
then,” he said. “It strikes me - given all the 
discussion we’ve had of their not hiring new 
[employees], of their trying to be tight with 
their money - I’m persuaded that some- 
body’s watching this stuff. If our reserves 
are dropping that fast, then there is a rea- 
son for it, and we’re not going to be able to 
cure that reason through internal trimming 
- it’s just too big.”

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THE END RESULT 

City Council went late into the evening June 7 before delivering a final verdict on AE rates. In short, $106 
million in additional revenue - the total amount the utility says it needs to begin refilling its reserve funds - 
played a key role, with council hoping to stake out ground to avert a second rate case. To be clear, $71 mil- 
lion was the magic number to return the utility to relative solvency - and the amount approved by council. 

By declaring $106 million as the total revenue bump needed, but only requesting $71 million for now, the 
utility is attempting to reserve the right to ask for $106 million as part of the rate case, but will bow to 
council requests to scrub its budgets and reserves to cut costs. We’ll see if it works. - M.K. 


The bottom line for the average residential 
home beginning in October includes:

about 14%. The overall system increase is 7%. 


Yet despite the fact that the utility hadn’t 
had a rate increase since 1994, as recently as 
2005, its financial numbers seemed to point 
to no immediate danger. Austin Energy 
remained flush with cash, thanks largely to 
the ever-brimming popularity of Austin as a 
destination. Current AE General Manager 
Larry Weis noted that his observations 
might be a touch “judgmental” since he was 
nowhere near Austin at the time. “From 
1990 to 2000, the utility had back-to-back 
years of great growth - 6 percent over the 
year before it, you know, those kinds of 
numbers,” Weis said. It was right about then 
- before the 9/11 financial retreat or the 
much later onset of the housing-spurred 
recession - that Weis suggests AE should 
have picked up a signal. 

Former Council Member Roger Duncan 
took the helm at Austin Energy in 2008. 
He’d already spent a significant amount of 
time as a city staff member in various key 
positions, both within and outside of AE. 


“You go through the budget each year, and 
department heads all come in. They say: 
‘I’m going to need this. I’m going to need 
that,”’ he says. “The reality is that, not 
only me, but my [GM] predecessors have 
been saying for a while, ‘We need a rate 
increase.’ At the same time, the water and 
wastewater department is saying, ‘We need 
a rate increase.’ Transportation is saying, 
‘I’ve got to add $1 to the transportation fee’ 
and so forth. So the response coming back 
to us [from council] would be, ‘Have you 
absolutely, critically got to have a rate 
increase this year?’ And the answer, ulti- 
mately as long as times were good and we 
were growing, was, ‘No, we can put it off 
another year.’” 

“If we had continued with the high growth 
rate that we had and the recession hadn’t 
hit, we probably still would be sliding it off 
into a future year,” Duncan continued. “But, 
the recession did hit.”

Mayor Lee Leffingwell first got to council 
as the Place 1 representative in 2005. “Even 
then, looking out four or five years, the red 
flags were starting to come up,” he said. “Of 
course, it takes a little time to set those 
wheels in motion.” 

The situation was further compounded by a 
troublesome existential fact. There are rough- 
ly 50,000 AE customers who live outside 
Austin’s city limits. Those ratepayers cannot 
vote in city elections, and therefore have no 
say in the operations of the utility. However, 
out-of-towners have the right to appeal any 
rate increase to the PUC, whose members are 
appointed by the governor. Moreover, a hand- 
ful of legislators perennially threaten to put 
Austin into Texas’ deregulated energy zone, a 
move that would open the region to competi- 
tion and effectively kill AE. So even as basic 
structural inadequacies persisted in AE’s 
rates, it was easy to see why no one really 
wanted to tackle them. “As we know now, this 
takes quite a bit of political courage and effort 
to set this up, to do this,” notes Weis. 

Council Member Mike Martinez agreed: s 
“Nobody that’s an elected official ever wants x 
to raise taxes or fees or rates on their con- E 
stituents,” he said. “ 

But by 2009, it had become clear that < 
something needed to change. For two years, 
the utility crunched numbers and ran 
through possibilities. AE staff unveiled 
their proposal at the final City Council 
meeting of 2011 - declaring that the utility 
needed $126 million in extra annual reve- 
nue. The new rate structure would feature a 
$22 monthly fixed fee for residential cus- 
tomers - to help take some of the volatile 
edge off bills that are dependent on energy 
sales - and a complicated rate structure that 
was designed to reward conservation with 
lower prices. The Statesman reported that 
AE charges would rise by roughly 14% per 
household, or $16 a month. 

That’s when the shit hit the turbine. 



Are You Talking to Me? 

Nearly everyone found something offen- 
sive about Austin Energy’s first pitch. As 
presented, Spelman, Cole, and Riley’s plan 
formalized a much-discussed cut of more 
than $50 million from AE’s initial stated 
annual revenue requirement. At a much 
leaner $71 million - a number that had been 
hollowed out by council members and util- 
ity officials over many months - that figure 
represents a compromise that still leaves 
the utility with uncomfortable fiscal gaps. 
Still the cuts aren’t as bad as they could 
have been, or even as painful as the process 


that everyone went through in order to sort 
out the situation. 

Council members responded to AE’s ini- 
tial proposal by scheduling work sessions to 
help them make a series of interrelated pol- 
icy decisions that would, in turn, ultimately 
dictate the specifics of the rate increase. 
That plan also produced a cramped sched- 
ule that kept council members juggling AE, 
the city’s budget, an election, and all of their 
regularly scheduled programming. 

All council members say the result was 
worth the effort. But many had to skip at 
least a handful of the work sessions - 
Spelman found himself the chair at many 


meetings - and late in the process, mem- 
bers settled on a “decision-point list” that 
aimed to pull all of their work together. It 
was something that the Electric Utility 
Commission had figured out many months 
before council asked for it. 

Some of this meandering was also a con- 
sequence of the cloud that hangs over a siz- 
able chunk of the council and determines 
how members do business: the county attor- 
ney’s ongoing investigation into possible 
open meetings violations. Martinez cited the 
attempt he’d made with colleagues Laura 
Morrison and Kathie Tovo to implement a 
shorter interim rate increase that might

allow for more deliberations before a com- 
prehensive solution would have been 
reached next year. “The minute that I began 
talking to . . . Morrison and Tovo . . . that really 
was it,” he said. “The line of communica- 
tions had been drawn because I had already 
spoken to two other council members about 
something I was contemplating proposing 
with them. So I couldn’t engage - and didn’t 
engage - with other council members.” 

And so it was that members found them- 
selves scheduled for 11 AE work sessions in 
seven weeks. Despite the transparency ben- 
efits, there was no question that - under the 
old way of doing business - council mem- 
bers might have had their questions dis- 
patched more efficiently. As fees for outside 
consultants mounted, as council was forced 
into a complicated process that simultane- 
ously lent an air of over-sim- 
plicity to the proceedings, 
and as officials were forced 
out into the open - where, 
let’s face it, one is often 
forced to be less-than-fully- 
revealing - a question lin- 
gered over the proceedings: 

Is it worth it? 

“We’ve held a bunch of work 
sessions where staff have 
been talking at us - and we’ve 
been talking to each other to a 
lesser extent,” said Spelman. 

“Although most of the discus- 
sion has been from the staff ... I think we 
would not be needing as many work sessions 
if we could just talk to each other.” 

Time was another important factor. The 
utility has said that its operations are cur- 
rently running at a net loss each day. That 
pushes it to use more reserve funds. As the 
reserve funds are depleted, the chance of 
fiscal disaster in the face of an emergency 
- that hurricane or plant shutdown - multi- 
plies. There is also the fact that a revenue 
increase visited in summer is (thanks to air 
conditioning and the like) going to produce 
more income than one begun in fall.

Heated setting? Certainly. Confusion 
abounding? Regularly. But nothing quite 
reached the absurdity brought by the arrival 
of Paul Chernick, the president of a consul- 
tancy called Resource Insight based just 
outside of Boston. He’d been brought on as 
an independent residential advocate - some- 
one to look after the interests of low-income 
and residential AE ratepayers. Utility critics 
worried that, without the participation of 
such an adviser, those classes of ratepayers 
would be sent down the proverbial shaft in 
favor of larger or industrial customers. 

Chernick got here late in two ways. 
Council members were swayed by commu- 
nity concerns over the adviser originally 
hired by AE to fill the residential advocate 
role earlier in the process, 
so they turned to outside 
help for the work sessions. 
In addition, Chernick had 
been the second choice 
for the role, hired only 
after the first choice had 
to beg off due to a family 
emergency. Chernick was 
said to be the choice of 
deeply skeptical utility 
critics who doubt AE’s 
methods and worry that 
too much has been sacri- 
ficed by city residents. 

Chernick quickly proved an aggressive 
participant. As whispers circulated about 
his true knowledge of the Texas electric 
utility picture - matched by the flat public 
refutation of a handful of his suggestions by 
AE staff - Chernick repeatedly chiseled 
deep into utility staff members with brusque 
assertions that questioned their integrity, 
their intelligence, or both. In the middle of 
a discussion about a difficult section of the 
utility’s finances, for example, Chernick 
proceeded to dismantle the utility’s position 
with a dripping soliloquy that was punctu-

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ated with forceful inflections that seemed to 
question the abilities of staff present at the 
hearing. “This is something that I proved in 
a paper in 1980, and everybody has known 
for a long time,” he said of one part of the 
argument. After one of his appearances 
before council, Chernick was overheard 
asking longtime local consumer advocate 
Paul Robbins if his approach was more 
along the lines of what Robbins had expect- 
ed from a consumer advocate. It might have 
been, but it was also getting under the skin 
of some council members. 

Then came the issue of Chernick’s fees. 
At the close of their April 30 work session, 
members heard from utility attorney Andy 
Perny that Chernick had run up a bill in 
excess of $76,000 for work done on the rate 
case over a month’s time. Council members 
had only authorized $52,000 to cover his 
efforts. Chernick asked members to provide 
a sum to cover the difference, plus another 
$17,000 to $30,000 more - depending on 
whether or not they would like him to 
appear at each of the remaining work ses- 
sions in person. “I am shocked by that fig- 
ure, and staggered by it,” Council Member 
Kathie Tovo, a strong supporter of the need 
for a residential advocate, told her col- 
leagues at the time. 

Flustered by Chernick’s bill and smart- 
ing from his gruff and ineffective approach, 
members henceforth relegated their resi- 
dential advocate to work session participa- 
tion via speakerphone from his office in 
Massachusetts. Chernick chimed in a few 
more times - godlike from the rafters, still 
airing petulant objections - but was largely 
sidelined. His stint with the city cost tax- 
payers about $116,000 for just under two 
months of work. 

Dueling Banjos 

Morrison, Tovo, and Martinez were also 
among those not at the Spelman-Cole-Riley 
presser. Some of this, no doubt, had to do 
with open meetings issues that would pre- 
vent the latter trio from interacting with 
any other member about the specifics of 
their proposal. But Morrison, Tovo, and 
Martinez were also architects of an earlier 
plan, one that aimed for an interim hike 
that would have generated considerably 
less revenue for the utility while council 
pursued a yearlong rate study. Indeed, the 
idea for the work sessions - which all mem- 
bers agreed were necessary - came out of 
the Morrison-Tovo-Martinez proposal, first 
pitched in March. 

The idea of a modest interim hike did not 
sit well with utility staff, nor with the rest of 
council, who voted 4-3 to ditch it. But it was 
in response to that proposal that the utility 
began its defense of a revenue number of 
$71 million. “An immediate $71 million rate 
increase is necessary for the utility to main- 
tain ‘reserve neutrality’ at this time, with an 
additional $31 million increase required in 
October 2014 to resolve Austin Energy’s 
financial challenges,” Weis wrote in a report 
to council. For the record, $71 million would 
do nothing to replenish the utility’s reserve 
funds - a key desire of both AE officials and, 
argues city bond counsel, bond ratings 


agencies. Rather, the first $71 million would 
be supplemented by another rate increase 
shortly thereafter that would aim to begin 
refilling utility reserve funds. At their press 
conference, Spelman, Cole, and Riley 
included a two-phased rate redesign as part 
of their announcement. 

Weis likes to say that in at least some por- 
tion of energy rate-making, there is more 
art than science. Still, $71 million became 
the hard figure on which to base discussion, 
if not consensus. Just as Spelman, Cole, and 
Riley got behind it, Morrison, Tovo, and 
Martinez began chipping away. They ques- 
tioned utility officials about one of the 
many arcane quarters of utility finances, 
what has been loosely termed “off-system” 
sales. In simple terms, AE both generates 
power and sells it. If the utility should gen- 
erate “extra” electricity, it can sell that sup- 
ply to other utility systems on the state 
electric power grid. In FY 2009, it did so to 
the tune of $35 million. But AE removed 
those figures from a study of FY 2009 that it 
based its rate study on. 

Morrison, Tovo, and Martinez plugged 
away at the idea that those figures should be 
included, and, moreover, that they could 
offset AE costs and provide some savings to 
ratepayers. AE said that the $35 million it 
made in FY 2009 was an anomaly and 
couldn’t be counted on in any rate projec- 
tions. The utility further argued that, thanks 
to a 2010 change in how the Texas grid con- 
ducts its business, what had been known as 
off-system sales really don’t exist any more. 

Nevertheless, Morrison, Tovo, and Martin- 
ez kept at it - and on more than just off-sys- 
tem sales - as did the utility. Then, at the 
same April 30 work session where Chernick’s 
bill became an issue, matters came to a head. 
Morrison and Tovo had pitched another 
tweak - this time in the debt-to-equity ratio 
that the utility uses to fund its capital proj- 
ects. Their colleagues had gone for it. They 
read it as a reason to reduce the utility’s rev- 
enue requirement. The utility disagreed. 

“I don’t know how it could still be 
$71 [million] after we’ve said, ‘Let’s look at 
a scenario where we’ve shifted the debt-to- 
equity ratio,”’ Morrison said at the work 


session. She returned to the idea a bit later, 
only this time she also - inadvertently per- 
haps - summed up the frustration she and 
the rest of the utility’s many doubters were 
feeling. “I guess I’m confused. We’re look- 
ing at changing the revenue requirement 
based on policy changes, but I’m hearing 
you [AE] guys say that we can’t change the 
revenue requirement.” 

Morrison was pointing out the odd posi- 
tion she and her colleagues were in. They’d 
wanted to make a change - a change based 
on the policy stuff that the management 
side of the city was supposed to leave to the 
electeds - and yet there they were, listening 
to AE officials say they couldn’t quite do 
that. So the $71 million stuck. Two weeks 
later it showed up at Spelman, Cole, and 
Riley’s presser. 

How It All Rates 

The June 7 council meeting became Rate 
Decision Day as the work sessions pushed 
into late May. When Spelman, Cole, and 
Riley held their presser, their efforts became 
the focus of discussion in the media and on 
the dais. With roughly a week to go before 
the vote, it seemed as if Morrison, Tovo, and 
Martinez were ready to accept $71 million. 
In return, Spelman, Cole, and Riley were 
ready to let their colleagues take their best 
shots at a handful of adjustments to other 
portions of the rate proposal. So on June 7, 
rates went up, and everyone - remarkably 
- even seemed satisfied (see “The End 
Result,” p.23). 

A week before the decision came down, 
Ott was ready to take the credit. “This city 
manager chose to address the issue that had 
not been addressed for 17 years,” he said. 
Ott has about a third of a point. Someone 
needed to have the intestinal fortitude to 
muster a change in AE’s rate structure. 
Things were bad, getting worse, and - as 
everyone agreed - the utility’s survival as a 
municipally owned organization is critical to 
the city. But in November 2009, it was 
Duncan who delivered a surprise kick in the 
pants that set the rate case in motion - a 
PowerPoint presentation that illustrated 
AE’s dire financial picture. It was something 


only he - as a well-respected former council 
member, and then on his way out the door 
after a long city career - could pull off. 

Ott notes that even he was surprised by 
Duncan’s announcement. “It wasn’t until 
near his departure that [Duncan] announced 
to everyone, including me for that matter, 
that we were on the brink of this financial 
crisis,” he says. Weis, a newcomer to Austin, 
was handed the unenviable task of crafting 
a new rate structure and selling it to a City 
Council he barely knew. “I think Roger cer- 
tainly had a lot of credibility with a lot of 
people,” says Riley. “Larry didn’t have that 
history with people in the community, so it 
might have been a little more challenging 
for him and his staff.” 

There was a further side effect of Dun- 
can’s departure: With a replacement, Ott 
could bring the utility closer to the City 
Manager’s Office. He’d often send Assistant 
City Manager Robert Goode along with 
Weis for formal meetings with council mem- 
bers. For the utility, this provided some 
insulation. “From the very beginning, Marc 
Ott said one thing to us over and over and 
over again,” says Mark Dreyfus, AE director 
of regulatory and government affairs. “He 
said, ‘You bring your best business case to 
the council, and let me handle the political 
environment.’ So he directed Larry to devel- 
op that best business case, that’s what we 
did.” Still, it removed some of the unfiltered 
frankness and total access that Duncan 
brought with him. 

Nevertheless, the council and the utility 
put forth a ton of effort just to arrive at a 
place where everyone was sort of happy. 
Whether or not the issue comes up the next 
time anyone’s up for re-election remains to 
be seen. 

Of course, none of it may matter. Council 
members remain hopeful that they’ll be able 
to fend off the near-certain attempt by the 
Legislature to deregulate the region. They’ve 
taken pains to conduct a process that could 
make for a successful defense of the utility’s 
rates before the PUC. But the reason no 
politician wants to raise any sort of fee - as 
Martinez put it - illustrates the extreme 
post-Goldwater/Reagan setting where pub- 
lic sentiment remains challenged to see the 
benefit of paying for any large civic endeav- 
or. Though a utility isn’t exactly your typical 
battleground for social empowerment, if the 
“shrink it!” idea visits Austin Energy, we 
could all be in for something of a tragedy. 

This reporter spoke on the record to 
every council member, the city manager, an 
Austin state representative, two current AE 
executives, and one former GM in prepar- 
ing for this story. Each one said it is critical 
that the utility remain in municipal hands. 
Without the income provided to the city by 
the utility, a host of city programs - poten- 
tially from parks to public safety - would 
face cuts. Control over the utility also allows 
city officials to set conservation and green 
generation priorities that might otherwise 
be ignored by a private, profit-driven firm. 

“We need control over our destiny,” said 
Spelman. “If we are being served by the 
usual melange of wirage companies and 
retail companies, we don’t.” ■

“Peace, Pity, Pardon” (spring, 1963, writ- 
ten by Silliphant): “In a world of jails, who 
is not in jail? Even the jailers.” He quotes a 
poem by Antonio Machado: “It’s a good 
thing we know that glasses are for drinking, 
but it’s a bad thing that we don’t know what 
thirst is for.”

Silliphant sensed a shift deep down in 
the tectonic plates of American culture. He 
knew earthquakes were on the way. Things 
seemed hunky-dory except for the reflec- 
tions in our mirrors, where what we saw and 
how we interpreted what we saw - our sense 


of intimate identity - was changing. When 
that changes, everything changes. 

“Aren’t You Surprised To See Me?” (1962, 
written by Silliphant): “What makes you 
think that human nature is one way and no 
other way, rules carved into stone, easy to 
follow? I’ll tell you about the rules: They’re 
written on the wind.” 

In Sillipant’s “How Much a Pound Is 
Albatross?” (1962), Julie Newmar plays a 
leather-clad gal roaming the country solo 
on a motorcycle. She carries no identifica- 
tion. A cop asks her why. She says, “What 
am I? A gallery of people, but which one? 
... Don’t you see, papers are so static, all 
they do is identify at the moment of their 
issue, but an hour later you’re not you, not 
the you you were an hour before, so the 
papers are obsolete, invalid. Why pin your- 
self in place?” 

To a judge she says, “It’s not easy to be a 
pilgrim or a rebel, but how else can you give 
yourself to life? I’m not looking for myself, 
your honor, because what I want can’t be 
found by looking. Only by living.” 

This was no avant-garde play; this was 
TV in prime time. With Newmar’ s voice, 
Silliphant asks a nation supposedly fixated 
by creature comforts, “Isn’t there a higher 
purpose to living than peace of mind?” 

Newmar’ s character was so popular that 
she returned later that year - Route 66’ s 
only recurring character other 
than Tod and Buz. The 
Silliphant episode was 
titled “Give the Old Cat a 
Tender Mouse.” 

“Why should we stop 
in one place when 
there are so many 
things to be. ... [It’s] 
not so difficult, turn- 
ing from a porpoise 
into wind, but you just 
try sometime changing 
from wind into sodium 
phosphate! Even though 
I’ve been sodium phosphate 
seven times, I still find myself 
acting more like nitric acid.” (She’s 
not high. She abhors stimulants.) 
Prophetically, she adds: “Have I come too 
early, or am I an event on the way?” 

That’s what she was. An event on the way. 

Four episodes later, Silliphant voiced 
similar concepts in “Suppose I Said I Was 
the Queen of Spain.” Lois Nettleton plays a 
drama student who performs probably the 
longest soliloquy in series TV history. It 
goes, in part: 

“Ladies and gentlemen! This is a play 
very much like human life. ... Most impor- 
tant of all, it’s not what it appears to be. You 
see me here, alone. Yet, if you watch, if you 
listen, you will discover a person within a 
person, a reason within a reason. ... You are 
free to choose what you may from my play. 
... You are also free to cast your own play- 
ers. Who are they? Can you hear what they 
say? Are they children? Do they want 
everything, as children do? ... Yes! They do 
want everything. But, reaching for every- 


thing, they can have nothing. Because if 
you say ‘ yes’ to one thing, to one person, 
are you not at the very same moment say- 
ing ‘no’ to ten thousand other things, other 
people you have yet to meet? But since my 
players can say ‘no’ to nothing, they can’t 
say ‘yes’ to anything. 

“Ladies and gentlemen ... Don’t follow 
the players and ask, ‘What did you mean?’ 
because they are migratory, and they do 
not know what it means either, except that 
they fly south, and they fly north, and 
they fly south again. ... Now, before the 
curtain rises, this last hint: When a child 
plays with a doll, the child knows that the 
doll is not alive, but she wants so much to 
believe that the doll lives that, for a while, 
the doll does live in the child’s mind. In 
this fashion, if I were to say I was the 
Queen of Spain, in my heart I know it’s 
not true, but I can still” - she pauses - 
“live the enchantment.” 

Viewers tuned in 30-odd weeks a year 
because Silliphant was saying something 
they needed and wanted to hear. 

However you judge his sentiments and 
ideas, they’re rooted in an excited sense of, 
and respect for, what it means to be human. 
In 1962’s “Voice at the End of the Line,” 
written by Larry Marcus, Tod speaks of “a 
child, standing alone, as if the joy and fury 
of being a child had left him for a 
moment and the solemnity of 
being a human being caught 
him unawares.” 

How to deal with these 
changing perspectives 
was simple but not easy. 
In “Where Is Chick 
Lorimer, Where Has 
She Gone” (1962, writ- 
ten by Larry Marcus), 
Vera Miles tells us 
how: “Onward, with 

guts and dignity.” 

But that’s difficult 
when you’re panicky. 

“Who in His Right Mind 
Needs a Nice Girl?” (1964, writ- 
ten by Joel Carpenter): “Everybody’s 
in a panic. It’s in the air. You breathe it and 
it gets into your blood and your bones.” 

Route 66 portrayed Americans journey- 
ing, lost in an expanding sense of con- 
sciousness as thrilling as it was scary, as 
inviting as it was unknown. Silliphant didn’t 
think this was a bad thing. 

“Ever Ride the Waves in Oklahoma?” 
(1962, written by Silliphant): “We have to 
know we’re lost before we can find our- 
selves. That sort of map you make up as you 
go along.” 

Within the decade, blacks, hippies, femi- 
nists, and gays would declare that the 
straight white male hierarchy, which had 
been the American way of life, was over. 
For keeps. 

Ever since, we’ve made up our maps as 
we’ve gone along, sketching them hurriedly, 
tearing them up, sketching them anew, los- 
ing and finding like crazy as we ride to who 
knows where? ■ 
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The Archeology of Business 

Digging out the Austin Gay and Lesbian Chamber of Commerce

True: Technically, the Austin Gay and Lesbian Chamber 
of Commerce is 15 years old; the organization was offi- 
cially incorporated in 1997. But, as is the case with so 
much LGBTQ history, there’s a history before the history. 
For example, before New York’s Stonewall Riots of 1969 - 
often cited as the beginnings of the gay liberation move- 
ment - there existed a number of robust homophile orga- 
nizations like the Daughters of Bilitis and the Mattachine 
Society, as well as a few notable protest actions, including 
some very upset drag queens and hustlers hurling coffee 
cups and doughnuts at the notoriously invasive vice tac- 
tics of the Los Angeles Police Department in 1959, and the 
Compton Cafeteria riots of 1966. 

So what can we find in our own AGLCC’s archeology? 
As Amy R. Cook, president of the AGLCC, quipped, “In 
order to figure out where we’re going, it’s important to 
know where we’ve been.” The earliest of AGLCC’s many 
incarnations was an organization known as the Stonewall 
Business Society. Founded in the late 1980s, the SBS’s 
mission was to gather together gay businesses for the pri- 
mary purpose of networking. According to Jack Schulze, a 
former CPA brought in to offer a tax presentation in 1992, 
the SBS focused on growing an Austin support network: 
“A lot of lesbian and gay folks wanted to deal with lesbian 
and gay businesses, and it was our task to put them in 
touch with those resources.” In addition to networking 
events held at gay-friendly sites like Hyde Park Theatre, 
La Madeleine, and the Old San Francisco Steak House, 
the SBS also presented a monthly educational program 
for its membership. 

“By 1994 the board of the SBS decided to become a cham- 
ber of commerce,” says Schulze. Tax benefits motivated the 
more-than-superficial shift - benefits that, Schulze says, 
ultimately never materialized. During this three-year tran- 
sitional period, the organization was known as the Austin 
Stonewall Chamber of Commerce. 

Visibility prompted the group’s final name change. Some 
members thought the reference to Stonewall too esoteric, 
that it did not directly reference gay and lesbian identities 
- to say nothing of the confusing existence of a Stonewall 
Chamber of Commerce in nearby Stonewall, Texas. Thus, 
the “Austin Gay and Lesbian Chamber of Commerce.” And 
while the name seemed to indicate a more political visibil- 
ity, as Amy Krause, president of the AGLCC in the late 
1990s, put it, “We were a business group and not a political 
group. The Human Rights Campaign and the Lesbian Gay

Rights Lobby of Texas [now Equality Texas] were the 
national and state political organizations.” 

The waters became muddy in 2001 when the AGLCC 
moved into coproducing Austin’s annual Pride Parade in 
conjunction with Equality Texas’ annual Pride Festival. 

Hosting, coordinating, and regulating a community- 
wide parade - not to mention navigating the tricky politics 
involved in such an endeavor - were tasks that arguably 
strayed from SBS’s initial mission. AGLCC’s interest in 
presenting a “family-friendly,” cleaned-up version of the 
gay community to Austin-at-large resulted in awkward 
and presumptuous rules and regulations, with which 
many in Austin’s frisky LGBTQ spectrum took issue (see 
“Gay Prude Parade,” June 7, 2002). 

Regardless of the newly stewing controversies, it was at 
this point and shift of focus that members like Schulze 
and Krause started to become less involved and distanced 
themselves from the organization. In 2009, when Equality 
Texas decided to divest itself of the Pride business, the 
AGLCC assumed responsibility for the festival in addi- 
tion to the Parade. “At that time, the chamber was about 
community building, helping nonprofits get together 
with businesses, to find donors and venues to strengthen 
their organizations,” says Ceci Gratias, then-treasurer of 
the AGLCC. 


Cue dramatic music: Despite AGLCC’s most successful 
parade and festival, and a membership roster bursting with 
over 325 members, post-Pride 2009 was marked by a spiteful 
political ousting (Gratias resigned after the board summarily 
dismissed then-President Jimmy Flannigan). In 2010, the 
AGLCC became lost in a flurry of mismanagement and bud- 
get improprieties, and saw the eventual creation of the 
Austin Gay and Lesbian Pride Foundation (a parallel group 
committed to running the parade/festival, but with a suspi- 
ciously similar board of directors). What resulted was a pub- 
lic relations nightmare (“Split Pride: Gay Event Plans 
Marred by Tension,” June 4, 2010) from which both the 
AGLPF and AGLCC are still working hard to recover. 

Nathan James Garcia, currently treasurer and director of 
entertainment for the AGLPF, responded to a call in 2011 
for new blood in the boardroom, hoping to help heal the 
culture of mismanagement. “I came on board when it was 
half-new, half-established members, and I realized it was 
going to be a bit of a struggle. We put in a lot of work,” he 
said. “We’re all volunteers, and we live and breathe this. In 
the end, we’re here for Pride.” Last year’s Pride was held at 
Fiesta Gardens and - impressively - put the AGLPF back 
into the black, covering not only debt incurred by the 2011 
fest and parade but the lingering gross deficit of 2010’s mis- 
managed mess. In short, the new AGLPF ate crow and lived 
to tell the tale - no small feat. 

As for the AGLCC, with the AGLPF confidently running 
the Pride show, there’s been a return to some of the roots of 
the original goals of the SBS. By 2011, the AGLCC’s mem- 
bership roster had dwindled to approximately 15 members, 
but in 2012, things are looking up. Since January, member- 
ship has plumped up to a healthy 110 members, with new 
businesses and professional concerns joining each week. 
Cook points out that “in addition to thinking about better 
practices for LGBTQ businesses, we also have educational 
and social programs for our members.” This includes two 
meetings a month, open to the public - one casual network- 
ing happy hour and one luncheon featuring an educational 
component. The chamber also hosts two public Toastmasters 
events per month, offering a structure for improving com- 
munication skills in an LGBTQ-supportive environment. 

As AGLCC turns 15, the current leadership aims to 
rebuild its roster. “Really our mission is the same as what it 
was before 2010,” says Gratias, now back with the AGLCC 
as treasurer. (Flannigan has also returned, currently as the 
group’s vice president.) “We’re about connecting all aspects 
of the community, businesses and non-profits.” 

Birthdays are great times to ruminate on the purpose and 
role of such an organization - to reflect on the histories 
before history, or as Cook says, “to figure out where we’re 
going,” by knowing where we’ve been. ■

ing about the extent to which sheer pleasure 
has shaped the development of their color- 
ation and songs. 

The week after seeing that show, I found 
myself watching, to my surprise, another play 
in which evolutionary biology played a role. In 
boom (being produced by Capital T Theatre), 
fish are the creatures of choice, but the play 
dives into science in much the same fashion 
as Now Now Oh Now, looking at catastrophic 
change and the ways that it affects the devel- 
opment of a species. The biological 
concepts aren’t addressed quite 
as explicitly, but the principles 
are there, and the messag- 
es I took from the play - 
as may be seen in my 
review, p.35 - rose direct- 
ly from them. 

Then I’m back in the 
theatre this past week- 
end, and I’m watching a 
play that has squat to do 
with evolutionary biology - 
at least that I could pick up 
on - but that is dishing up all 
kinds of meaty info about our sev- 
enth President, and I can feel myself learning 
stuff: about the man, about the people 
around him, about their motivations and influ- 
ence on events in our nation’s history. This 
chief executive that I’d always dismissed as 


a 19th century rehearsal for 
Ronald Reagan with Kenny Rogers 
hair and Andy Rooney eyebrows is, in 
Doctuh Mistuh Productions’ staging of Bloody 
Bloody Andrew Jackson, suddenly taking on 
depth and complexity and a vivid, vigorous, 
vicious life that expands my whole view of 
what happened in this country in the first

The woman said that she was going to 
speak to us about evolutionary biology. 

Now, had this been back in my school days, 
that declaration would have shot a torrent of 
Barton Springs-chilled water through my veins. 
See, at some point in my adolescence, sci- 
ence and math stopped coming easily to me, 
and the deeper into those subjects I ven- 
tured, the more I floundered. In my ears then, 
“evolutionary biology” would have rung with 
the sound of being dropped into the middle of 
the Gulf of Mexico without a flotation device. 

But I was not in a classroom, and those 
days were long behind me. In fact, this was 
just a few weeks ago, and I was inside the 
Off Center, seated at a long table along with 
some two dozen other people, and the 
woman addressing us was a company mem- 
ber of the Rude Mechanicals, playing a char- 
acter in the troupe’s most recent production, 
Now Now Oh Now. Now, she did indeed go on 
to discuss concepts in evolutionary biology, 
and most of it struck me as beyond your 
basic Darwin - the primary notion being that 
nature may select for beauty as well as sur- 
vival skills - but rather than being at sea, I 
was thoroughly engaged. I mean, I caught 
that wave way out in the Gulf and rode it all 
the way in to the Padre shore. What she talk- 
ed about was not only clear to me, but it’s 
stayed with me in the days since, and I’ve 
been much more attentive to birds, wonder- 


half of the 1800s. And I’m thinking, “Damn! 
This is like school, only exciting.” 

No, that isn’t fair. I’d be lying if I said that I 
didn’t enjoy school, and I was fortunate to have 
many teachers who made the educational pro- 
cess something to tingle the nerves and make 
me eager to learn. Still, even when a teacher 
can make historical or scientific or whatever 
kind of academic material come alive, there’s a 
certain rigidity to the structure that one has 
to deal with: the order of the classroom, the 
authority of the teacher, the talks, the texts, 
the tests, the grades. As students, we’re 
always thwacking up against one or another 
of these, and too often they constrain our 
interest in a topic, our desire to learn. 

Theatre has its structure, too - it also runs 
on the clock, seats us in the same ordered 
rows, and makes us submit to the authority of 
actors - but even within these confines we 
are freer: to laugh, to drink, to leave if we 
choose, to not take notes. (We know we won’t 
be tested on the play after the curtain call.) 
Theatre also has a little chaos in its corner: 
the chaos of conflict, which drives its narra- 
tives. The constant collision of personalities, 
passions, interests, strategies, and the way 
they play out before us in something like real 
time blows apart the safety of the classroom 
presentation, where the predigested outcome 
is never in doubt, whether it’s a quadratic 
equation or political revolution. The risk, the 
uncertainty, the danger of theatrical narrative 
draws us in and gives any information con- 
veyed therein - even factoids that might have 
bored or terrified us in school - an immedia- 
cy, an urgency, that we might not have known 
previously. And that’s a stimulus to learning. 

That’s what I learned from Bloody Bloody 
Andrew Jackson, boom, and Now Now Oh 
Now. If nature does select for sheer pleasure, 
maybe that makes theatre a more evolved 
form of education. ■ 


Studio Visit: Wura-Natasha Ogunji 


TRAPPINGS OF A TRANSNATIONAL STUDIO 


In preparing to visit Wura-Natasha Ogunji, 

I re-watched some of her video works. I was 
most struck by Ogunji ’s video Two (2010), 
which was filmed outside of the Mueller 
development. In it, two figures traverse a 
space, disjointedly floating through it. While 
Two is a short video, made by stitching 
together multiple mid-air jumps, it’s also 
exhausting. The soundtrack: the gasps and 
sighs that come with strenuous physical 
activity. Travel, here, is a full-bodied enter- 
prise. Since then, Ogunji has only gained in 
prominence, recently winning a coveted 
Guggenheim fellowship which will take her 
to Nigeria. - Andy Campbell 

Austin Chronicle: First of all , congratulations 
on the Guggenheim fellowship! And the work 
you proposed for it, a series you’re calling 
Mogbo Mo Branch, sounds fascinating ... 

Wura-Natasha Ogunji: Well, the Yoruba 
phrase “Mogbo Mo Branch” means “I 
heard, and I branched myself into the 


party,” which is about being a party crasher. 
It’s an amazing expression because it 
means “There’s a party ... Let’s go!” It’s 
very bold. You don’t show up in jeans; you 
show up looking fabulous and ready for the 
party. I love exploring what it means for 
women to take up public space 
in that way. And for me, who is 
Nigerian - my father was 
Nigerian - but didn’t grow up in 
Nigeria, what it means for me 
to insert myself into Nigeria. 

AC: Do you have any idea what 
the work will look like? 

W-NO: It will be videos made with other per- 
formers in Nigeria, and I intend to project 
those back into the city, so it becomes a liv- 
ing presence where people can respond to 
the work on the street. 

AC: What do you do here to prepare for these 
performances overseas? 

W-NO: The last time I was in Nigeria, I 
found these dream journals from my father. 


So I’m working on drawings - compilations, 
really - of things in my father’s journals, or 
lists of things. That work had to happen 
here, and I needed to figure out the ques- 
tions here that becomes part of my prepara- 
tion to go to Nigeria. 

AC: Can you talk about the emotional prepara- 
tion that goes on? 

W-NO: Well, I’ve done this a few times. I 
think about the way I structure my creative 
practice here, so that I can retain it over 

there. How do I make work 

and be able to travel with the 
materials so they’re not 
unwieldy? Like paper - I use 
rolls of architectural sketch. 
Video, of course, is very por- 
table. There’s the art materi- 
als and then there’s the emotional home- 
space: spices, food, books, videos. Food is 
big. I do a lot of self-care around that.

W-NO: The more challenging thing is the cul- 
tural expectations around studio practice. 
Here, I can go without seeing my friends for a 
few days and that’s totally fine. You can’t do 
that in Nigeria. People will think you’re rude, 
ill, or that something’s wrong with you.

Hackers, heretics, and spies, oh my 


Maps to the Middle East 



Alif the Unseen 

byG. Willow Wilson 
Grove Press, 

320 pp., $25 

If somebody’s going to write a fantasy 
thriller that takes modern Islamic computer 
hackers fighting against State-based repres- 
sion and entangles that with the fantastical 
Djinn-riddled world of One Thousand and One 
Nights, how appropriate that it’s G. Willow 
Wilson. As her previous (nonfiction) book 
The Butterfly Mosque relates, the author left 
her all-American, Denver-based upbringing to 
study the Middle East at Boston University, 
then converted to Islam, and moved to Cairo. 
Also, she’s previously written the Air series 
of comic books and enjoys playing World of 
Warcraft. So that’s a double check mark vis- 
a-vis Islamic geek cred. 

What Wilson’s first novel has going for it 
is the exoticism of Arabian fantasy, a less- 
trodden path than the European versions of 
all things Faery. Ditto the religion and mod- 
ern culture of Islam. And Wilson’s pitted her 
young protagonist Alif, a nonpartisan hacktiv- 
ist, against a government computer-security 
thug who happens to 1) have legally abscond- 
ed with Alif’s fiancee, and 2) be in cahoots 
with dark forces from the land of the Djinn. 

There’s an Antique Object To Be Found And 
Fought For, of course, a book that’s putatively 
the One Thousand and One Nights but from 
the POV of the Djinn. This text is big juju and 
somehow (it’s quasi-explained with references 
to the omnidirectional cypherability of the 


Quran) able to impart Ultimate Coding Power 
to whoever figures it out. 

The characters are, albeit ethnically 
detailed, mostly convenient to the plot, and 
their reactions tend to feel not as believable 
as the more interesting parts of this thrill 
ride: for example, the faith-exploring bits of 
conversation between Alif, the fiercely reli- 
gious Dina, and the Western-convert-to-lslam 
(perhaps her name is Mary al-Sue?) who 
gets roped into the mission. In fact, never 
mind Alif; the supporting character Dina is 
the most engaging person, the most reward- 
ing thing about this story. 

But here’s a book for summer reading, like 
a novelization of one of Joss Whedon’s best 
Buffy episodes crossed with a Pathe news- 
reel of the Arab Spring uprisings. It’s a page- 
turner, alright; the only thing we really have a 
problem with is one impossible car chase up 
and down a giant sand dune. (Out June 19.)

The Book 
of Khalid 

byAmeen Rihani

Celebrating its 
centennial last year, 

Ameen Rihani’s The 
Book of Khalid is a 
beautiful example of 
the lasting power of 
creative spirits in a 
complicated world. 

One hundred years 
seems miniscule in Rihani’s masterful micro- 
cosm. The first Arab-American novel written 
in English, The Book of Khalid has been newly 
re-released as part of Melville Flouse’s The 
Neversink Library series, devoted to over- 
looked literature. 

Rihani weaves a tale of two characters on 
a cross-Atlantic voyage that develops into a 
lesson in the balance of pleasure and pain, 
spiritual discovery, and friendship. Narrative 
observations reflect Rihani’s autobiographical 
insight from life - as an Arab American and 
pioneer in bridging gaps between the perpetu- 
ally opposing forces involved in Eastern and 
Western philosophy. Laced with predictive 
views of the modern Arab Spring, the novel’s 
themes include a perceived universal need 
for reform, the nuances and beauty of human 
interaction, and the precarious teeter-totter 
of a dreamer’s life. Heady and poetically 
intense, this book is a work of art. 

The Book of Khalid tells the story of two 
friends’ round-trip adventure to New York 
from their hometown in Lebanon. Divided into 
three parts, the novel is framed as a found

The Age of Miracles 

by Karen Thompson Walker 
Random House, 288 pp., $26 

In movies, we’re used to the apocalypse coming in 
swift, fearsome blows, but in Karen Thompson Walker’s 
arresting debut novel, the end of the world takes its time. 

The Age of Miracles foregrounds one San Diego girl’s com- 
ing-of-age against the slow-to-come realization that life on 
Earth is unsustainable. 

Thoughtful and introverted Julia is 12 years old when the 
planet’s rotation inexplicably begins to slow. Days stretch 
to 25 hours, then 26, and on and on, triggering a domino 
effect of inconveniences and then calamities. Clocks 
become worthless, crops die, birds drop from the sky, all 

“rotting feathers and raisin eyes,” and prolonged daylight turns radioactive while prolonged 
nighttime triggers freezing temperatures. When a government mandate reinstates 24-hour 
“clock time” in an effort to implement some order, a small resistance swells of “real-tim- 
ers” who vow to live by the new rhythms of Earth, even as it revolts against its inhabitants. 

Julia narrates from an indeterminate future point, which renders the tone even, unhys- 
terical, elegiac. But make no mistake: This book cuts bone-deep with a creeping kind of 
terror. There are horrors here common to end-times fiction - flora and fauna extinction, 
a gravity sickness that strikes indiscriminately - but it’s the more philosophical ramifica- 
tions of “The Slowing” that rattle the nerves: the transience of hard fact in a world that 
changes overnight, every night; the tribalism that sours one neighbor against another; 
and the series of lasts - “It was the last time I ever tasted a grape,” Julia recalls without 
fanfare - that are inevitable but still a shock to the system. It almost makes a person 
long for the ruthless efficiency of a movie-asteroid. (Out June 26.) - Kimberley Jones 


manuscript, describing the joint journey of 
Shakib and Khalid, yin-and-yang adolescents 
full of wanderlust and hope. Once they arrive 
in New York and begin to navigate the city’s 
underground artistic mecca, their paths 
start to split. Khalid, the dreamer, pursues 
massive philosophical endeavors, drifting 
further into realms of the artistic and spiri- 
tual unknown (and developing a penchant 
for peaceful pyromania). His social circle 
expands to include witches, psychic medi- 
ums, beatnik literary oddballs, and other 
generally belligerent individuals. Meanwhile 
Shakib, ever-faithful, ever-watchful, records 
in his journal Khalid’s adventures, including 
jail time and the two men’s journey home 
to Lebanon. Upon their return, idealistic 
Khalid’s struggles hit fever pitch as he 
attempts to inspire an educational, spiritual, 
and intellectual revolution that predictably 
does not go over well. 

As if Rihani had a crystal ball, Khalid’s 
motives and actions are reminiscent of the 
Occupy movement, the Egyptian revolt, and 
other recent global events of political and 
social awakening. Rihani provides an inge- 
nious glimpse of both progressive beliefs and 
hesitancy toward change in this cerebral and 
poignant work of fiction. He also uses humor 
and wit to tackle the big job of explaining the 
fragility of the human body and the complexity 
of the soul. Despite some occasional Yoda- 
esque syntax, his flowery linguistics strike an 
amusing balance between piety and irrever- 
ence. Rihani’s tendency to run the tangential 
gamut requires reader dedication, but his 
funny snippets of reality-biting plot points cre- 
ate a captivating dynamic, and plot insertions 
of booze, food, and sarcastic but strategic 
dialogue pleasantly thin the heavy word gravy. 


Rihani’s use of classic elements to paint 
a picture of the fistfight between traditional 
culture and bohemian idealism result in a 
book that still amazes a century later. Best 
read with stretched and flexed mental mus- 
cles, The Book of Khalid is a jaw-dropping 
- and sometimes head-scratching - melding 
of literary prowess and gorgeous language. 
Where Thoreau leaves you desiring a long 
trip to the woods, Rihani gooses you into a 
symphonic headspace of contemplation and 
a belief in the power of artful revolution in 
political chaos. -less/' Cape

Gin’s transformation from red-dirt, barefoot 
Oklahoman to marble floors and a houseboy 
may not change who she is but her new envi- 
rons open her mind to a world of possibilities. 
She quickly discovers, however, that in reality 
women are still confined by the strict roles pre- 
scribed to them within both the culture of this 
late 1960s American community abroad and 
by the rigid tribal mores that have sustained 
Arabia for millennia. Her attempts at strong- 
willed self-actualization cause trouble in her 
marriage and friction within strict oil company 
policies. While Gin’s personal struggles are 
the crux of the book, they are only one aspect 
of a multilayered tale of intrigue and suspense 
that addresses universal gender issues, East/ 
West relationships, class status, racial oppres- 
sion, and, not surprisingly, greed and corrup- 
tion within the politics of oil. 


This third novel by the award-winning 
Kim Barnes, a Pulitzer Prize finalist in 1997, 
draws an intriguing cast of largely well- 
defined characters. While members of the 
sheltered American community are some- 
times depicted in a manner that borders 
on the stereotypic, far more interesting 
nuances are given to more exotic characters, 
like the family’s Bedouin driver, their East 
Indian houseboy, and an Italian rogue pho- 
tographer. The author is particularly adept 
at providing a palpable sense of place. From 
the waves of numbing heat and the vastness 
of the shimmering desert to blinding sand- 
storms, Biblical locust invasions, and the 
insidious, stifling boredom found within the 
confines of Mad Men-e ra Americana in the 
midst of an alien culture, Barnes makes the 
city of Abqaiq come alive. - Jay Trachtenberg 


History Detectives 

Bellringer: A St-Cyr 
and Kohler Mystery 
by J. Robert Janes 
MysteriousPress.com/Open Road , 

334 pp., $23.99 (paper) 

For readers drawn to adventures in vio- 
lence and human depravity, Nazi-occupied 
territory during World War II is an ideal desti- 
nation, and it would be hard to find a better 
guide than J. Robert Janes. Like its 12 prede- 
cessors, Janes’s new novel, Bellringer, takes 
place in occupied France during World War II. 

That the stories are about a pair of police 
investigators who solve homicides during 
the biggest lollapalooza of murder in history 
is only the first of many stimulating ironies 
in store for you. Shoptalk between the two 
detectives is enlivened considerably by their 
divergent backgrounds: Hermann Kohler 
works for the Nazi occupiers and Jean-Louis 
St-Cyr for the Vichy French. Both are hon- 
est policemen, however, dedicated to the 
task of solving grisly crimes and setting the 
wheels of justice in motion. They also share 
the traditional cynical attitude endemic 
to not only policemen but all professions 

- their bosses are clueless, heartless 
bureaucrats with a talent for mucking up the 
simplest of jobs and making difficult cases 
near-impossible. 

Meanwhile, the locals despise both sides, 
and everyone misses what they had before 
the war. Whether visiting a homicide scene 
or listing suspects, St-Cyr and Kohler can 
be counted on to complain almost as much 
about the scarcity of good cheese and wine 
as the ambiguity of forensic evidence. In Paris 

- renowned for its naughtiness even before 
the war - the local police already have their 
hands full. The Nazis run it as a wide-open 
town so the Aryans can experience first-hand 
the glories of the future world they’re fight- 
ing for, but during the blackouts, muggings, 
rapes, and murders get out of hand. 

Bellringer is a slight departure in the 
series (the first 12 titles of which have 
just been re-released as eBooks from 
MysteriousPress.com). Imagine a Gosford 
Park- type murder mystery of an elegant 
estate where all the possible suspects are 



under one roof. The location is Vittel, a town 
where the wealthiest members of French 
society formerly flocked for R&R. But this is 
no summer vacation: It’s the winter of 1943, 
and two of the most luxurious resorts in 
town have been transformed into internment 
camps for British and American women who 
got stuck in France as the Nazi army invaded. 
In this elegant hell, the residents have been 
making do with Red Cross aid for the past 
two years, but now they’re on thin ice, dying 
off just like the common folk. 

Kohler and St-Cyr are summoned from Paris 
after the body of an American woman is found 
impaled on a pitchfork. A search of her pock- 
ets turns up Hershey’s bars and Cracker Jacks 
- obviously bribes for the guards. The body is 
frozen solid. Insert wisecrack: The murder hap- 
pened this week and already it’s a cold case. 

There are other writers more skilled at 
making action scenes fly off the page, and 
the pace of the narrative lags at times, but as 
usual, Janes’ evocation of place and authen- 
ticity of detail creates its own vivid reality, 
and the reader can almost imagine being 
there. In a setting like this one, “almost” is 
definitely close enough. - Jesse Sublett 


Mission to Paris 
byAlanFurst 

Random House , 272 pp., $27 

Bestselling author Alan Furst has made a name as the 
author of spy novels set in the ramp-up to World War II, 
but the hero of his latest isn’t a spy - he’s a Hollywood- 
suave. Born Franz Stalka, Austrian emigre Fredric Stahl 
is a film actor who’s made a career out of playing morally 
upright men (“the knight, not the gigolo”) - think the unfail- 
ing decency of Fredric March coupled with the continental 
allure of Paul Henreid. Stahl’s roles are not so far removed 
from the man himself, though he shares the isolation- 
ist inclinations of his adopted country. His studio sends 
him to shoot a picture in Paris - a dicey time to be leav- 
ing American soil - and Stahl finds maintaining a neutral 
stance increasingly difficult when Nazi conspirators and 
American diplomats alike try to enlist him to their causes. 

Paris circa 1938 was a hornets’ nest humming toward 
an irreversible, ruinous rattle, and Furst spangles his book 
with a sprawling cast of characters standing in for every side of the soon-to-be-global conflict. 
They’re straight out of Central Casting - boorish French collaborators, oily Nazi propaganda 
officers, a colorful international film crew, and an orbit of potential lovers for Stahl, including 
a Soviet double agent and a capricious French socialite with questionable allegiances - and 
Furst draws these character exceptionally well via dialogue. Occasionally the action tips toward 
the cartoonish - and, goodness, but aren’t the sex scenes one long eye roll - but Mission to 
Paris shares the same DNA as those golden-age Hollywood productions of which Furst writes so 
knowingly: Their course may be predetermined, their characters overfamiliar, but that doesn’t 
make either any less satisfying an entertainment. - Kimberley Jones

The Graphic Canon, 

Vol. 1: From The Epic of 
Gilgamesh’ to Shakespeare 
to ‘Dangerous Liaisons’ 

edited by Russ Kick 
Seven Stories Press, 

512 pp., $34.95 (paper) 

So a man named Russ Kick took his idea 
to a man named Dan Simon, and suddenly 
the world of sequential art is even bet- 
ter, even more substantial than it already 
was. Kick is the editor of the three-volume 
Graphic Canon series coming from Seven 
Stories Press, and Simon is the man who 
runs that publishing concern. The Graphic 
Canon is an ambitious project that presents 
“the world’s great literature as comics and 
visuals,” and, if the first volume is any indi- 
cation, the final product will 1) be equal to 
that ambition and 2) cause any worthwhile 
library of literature or comics to feel bare 
without its presence therein. 

But how? Says Kick in his introduction: 

“I needed to gather the best of what had 
already been done, commission lots of new 
adaptations, and put it all in one place.” 

This first volume starts with the Epic of 
Gilgamesh; the final volume, we’re told, will 
end with Infinite Jest. 

Right. Before you lose your shit here, 
note that “longer works will be represented 
by excerpts or extreme abridgments.” Still, 
look at Vol. 1: Gilgamesh gets a black-and- 
white indie comix sort of treatment from 
Kevin and Kent Dixon. Dayton Edmonds 
and Micah Farritor bring gorgeous full-color 
pencils to the Native American folktale 
“Coyote and the Pebbles.” Valerie Schrag 
drafts excellent linework in her adaptation 



of Aristophanes’ Lysistrata. And Gareth 
Hinds’ treatment of Beowulf - don’t even 
get us started on how horrible violence can 
be so beautifully rendered, or how Molly 
Kiely’s version of Murasaki Shikibu’s The 
Tale of Genji, immediately following, does 
things with just black ink that most people 
can’t do with the entire color spectrum. Oh, 
there’s more: the brilliant Rebecca Dart 
tackling Milton’s Paradise Lost, Seymour 
Chwast’s take on Chaucer (“The Wife of 
Bath’s Prologue”); Michael Green’s exquisite 
posters from the works of Rumi; Robert 
Crumb illustrating parts of James Boswell’s 
London Journal. And, yes, even more. The 
diversity and excellence of this volume, 
which goes to the 1700s, is just about over- 
whelming. And by the time we’ve recovered 
from the awe, around October, the next vol- 
ume will be out. - Wayne Alan Brenner

We just can't seem to shake that 
Apocalypse Fever. 

As with other cultural afflictions of the early 
21st century (cf. Zombie Pneumonia, Young 
Adult Dystopian Future Flu), our febrile fixa- 
tion on doomsday's imminence 
has been hanging around 
long enough to qualify as a 
chronic condition. And judging 
by the output at the cineplex 
(. Melancholia , 4:44 Last Day on 
Earth, Seeking a Friend for the 
End of the World), we’re experi- 
encing another flare-up. Indeed, 
this one’s spread to local stag- 
es, as evidenced by Loaded Gun 
Theory’s Our Apocalyptic Dream, 
playing June 15-July 7, and 
Capital T Theatre’s current boom. 

In the latter, playwright Peter 
Sinn Nachtreib drops us into an 
underground lab where a man 
and a woman have managed 
to survive a catcalysm that’s wiped out every 
other human on Earth. But the duo’s odds for 
staying alive and repopulating the planet look 
mighty slim. For while forward-thinking Jules 
has done a tip-top job of stocking their refuge 
with edibles, Jim Beam, and Pampers, he and 
fellow survivor Jo aren’t terribly compatible: in 
temperament or, more importantly, in sexual 
proclivity - a catastrophic kink in any plans 
to become the next Adam and Eve. So what 
should be a joint fight for life ends up more 
a cage match to the death, albeit a comically 
inept one, especially with the smart staging 
by Capital T Artistic Director Mark Pickell. 
Marine biologist Jules, as played by Brad 
Price, is as much a cold fish as the creatures 


he studies; he’s easily startled and prone to 
bolt when touched. Journalism student Jo is 
more aggressive - Katy Taylor growls, stalks, 
and pounces like a tigress - but her tendency 
to faint dead away at key moments short-cir- 
cuits the possibility for true mayhem. They’re 
a match made in Craigslist hell. 

And yet their story ends happily, or so we’re 
told by Barbara, whose nametag and sleek 
black uniform seemingly beamed down from the 
starship Voyager’s laundry mark 
her as a docent for the museum 
exhibit before us. Turns out 
we’re actually watching a sort 
of animatronic re-creation of 
Jules and Jo’s history. Excitedly 
jerking levers like Oz’s wizard 
behind the curtain and pound- 
ing timpani in the play’s more 
dramatic moments, the chip- 
per Barbara orchestrates their 
story, interrupting it periodically 
to tell us how much she loves 
it - so much so that when the 
museum decides to shut the 
exhibit down, she insists she’ll 
open her own museum to keep 
its story alive. 

This resolute Barbara, embodied by 
Katherine Catmull with disarming ardor and 
exquisite comic timing, cues us to what 
makes boom more than just another apoca- 
typical drama. She is, like the Jules and Jo 
she so admires, choosing to continue. Unlike 
most end-of-the-world auteurs, Nachtrieb is 
less focused on the hows of survival than the 
whys, on our biological imperative to carry on, 
even when faced with a disaster that destroys 
all we hold dear, even when all appears lost. 
We can’t go on; we must go on. That notion 
sets boom closer to Beckett than von Trier or 
Bruckheimer, though with a seed of hope Didi 
and Gogo never knew. Boom treats us to a 
kinder, gentler doomsday. - Robert Faires

Palimpsest. 

One good way to define the word is to write 
it on a piece of paper, erase it, and then 
write the word again in the same place. Faint 
traces of the initial, obliterated marks add a 
subtle texture or complexity of shade to the 
second instance. That’s a fine gambit for 
visual artmaking, the palimpsest, even as it 
alludes to the constant textual palimpsests 
that occur in in the work of writers - those 
fussy, narrative-makers always changing a 
word, a sentence, and sometimes entire 
swaths in a manuscript as they hone their 
tales toward the vision in their heads. 

Ellen Heck, the artist whose work is 
currently on display at the elegant Wally 


Workman Gallery in West Sixth’s loose con- 
glomeration of art galleries, has used the 
palimpsest as a method of portraiture, cap- 
turing the image of one Samuel Langhorne 
Clemens, better known as Mark Twain, 
at various ages in his life. But, see, this 
isn’t just a series in which the first print is 
obscured and then a new image is printed 
over it, and so on, repeating until six stages 
have been overlaid and the final image is 
ghosted by what came before. No, that 
would be effective and evocative enough, but 
Heck’s done something much cooler: She’s 
used the printing plate itself as a palimp- 
sest, etching the first image of Twain into 
copper, pulling the prints, then etching the 
next in the series over that first one on the 
same copper plate and pulling the prints, and 
then repeating over and over to take Twain 
from a young age to the hoary-headed racon- 
teur we’re all familiar with.

For some, patience is exactly what the 
doctor ordered when it comes to an eve- 
ning at the opera. But fear not, ye who 
run for the hills at the mere utterance of 
“Richard Wagner” - the Gilbert & Sullivan 
Society of Austin possesses just the anti- 
dote for Walkurian gravitas. Theirs is a 
Patience of a frolicking sort, allegorized in 
the riotous operetta’s title character. 

On the surface, a plot parodying the 
aesthetic inclinations of late-19th century 
Europe might not appear to be especially 
excellent fodder for uproarious comedy. But 
this sixth collaboration of Sirs G & S is not 
as intellectual as it might sound. One of the 
best lyricists of all time, Gilbert had the most 
incredible way of turning phrases, evoking 
through them wit and humor. In many ways, 
this “meta-lyricist” can be seen as the father 
of witticism in English-language musical the- 
atre libretti through the mid-20th century. 


Now, this is not to say that the humor 
of Gilbert and Sullivan is everyone’s cup 
of tea (pardon the pun). If Will Ferrell and 
Adam Sandler are more your comic bag, 
you might opt instead for the latest “Frat 
Pack” farce. But before you do, know 
that there’s a lot of thinly veiled potty 
humor lurking in Sullivan’s lines, too. Truly, 
there’s something to be had here for every 
connoisseur of comedy. 

And the G&S Society’s revival, directed 
by Ralph MacPhail Jr., with musical direc- 
tion by Jeffrey Jones-Ragona, is fantastic, 
to boot. As Patience, Meredith Ruduski 
shimmers with each caricatured gallop, 
her voice bounding remarkably in tandem 
through Sullivan’s score. Likewise, rival 
poets Archibald Grosvenor and Reginald 
Bunthorne - played by Holton Johnson 
and Arthur DiBianca, respectively - are 
expressed with such over-the-top hubris 
and bravado that the characters’ lively 
ridiculousness is rivaled only by the per- 
formers’ impressive skill. One mustn’t for- 
get Janette Jones, whose performance as 
The Lady Jane ... well, let’s just say that 
one must see it for oneself! There’s not a 
weak link to be seen or heard. 

If there’s a complaint to be had, 
it’s only that there are many moments 
of “phasing” between orchestra and 
cast. The production is mounted in the 
Brentwood Christian School’s beauti- 
ful new Iva Lea Worley Barton Theater, 
which features in its design, thankfully, 
an orchestra pit - a detail overlooked or 
disregarded in the design of too many 
new performing arts venues. But with the 
privilege of an orchestra pit comes the 
responsibility of ensuring that instrumen- 
talists and onstage company are synched 
up. This often takes time in a new venue, 
and - especially in the case of an opening 
night - this is but a small concern in the 
context of a production that is otherwise 
of very high quality. - Adam Roberts 


We reckon that Twain himself would’ve found 
this presentation a laudatory, even badass 
choice - especially as the results are sublime. 

We’ve gone on about the above partly due 
to the clever process of The Aging of Mark 
Twain on One Copper Plate and partly because 
we’re partial to writers. But that’s the smaller 
part of this show by Heck, by heck - her 
printed portraits of friends in the guise of 
Frida Kahlo are the major feature of this one- 
woman show. The portraits are presented in 
single face after face or as a sort of souvenir 
sheet of images, like a display of artisanal 
free-range philately writ large. The beauty of 
these prints and others lies not only in the 
artist’s drawing skill, but in the variety of 
methods used to to achieve her goals - note 
especially the larger works of “color wheels” 
that incorporate drypoint, acrylic, crayon, 
watercolor and sometimes more. Note all of 
this exhibition for examples of how so ancient

Obviously, over the 
years, I trained, studied, interned, and sewed, sewed, 
sewed. Eventually I left designing behind me. With trepida- 
tion, I have puttered around with design over the last year. 
My skills are rusty, but my mind is not. As I am 
beginning to design some of the most creative 
pieces of my life, I find I miss my father terri- 
bly. He was such a peacock himself, 
unafraid of what others would think of his 
clothing choices. It was clearly a trait I 
inherited from him. God, he’d love some 
of the things I’ve drawn up recently - and 
God, I miss him for not being able to be 
here and see what his confused and dis- 
turbed young teenager has become. I 
think he’d be proud. To him, and to all 
dads out there, Happy Father’s Day.

CAPITAL FASHION 

A week ago Saturday, I attended the Austin debut of two 
collections by design newcomer Roberto Valentin (aka 
Robert Salinas) at the American YouthWorks benefit. The 
self-taught designer showed Spring/Summer and Fall/ 
Winter collections. Turns out the Spring/Summer set was 
shown in Dallas earlier in the year, but since it is in sea- 
son now, he showed it again here. A combination of bright- 
ly colored knits, the designs were imaginative and detailed 
(perhaps too detailed - many younger designers tend to 
put all their ideas into a single style), with a tropical, eth- 
nic feel. As silhouettes, the designs were fine, but close 
inspection showed sewing, cutting, and fitting problems. To 
me, it was a fairly typical debut collection from someone 
with no professional training. Fall/Winter was a different 
approach entirely, with more formal styles, glitzier fabrics, 
and more experimental silhouettes. Again, overlooking 
some major technical problems with the clothes, it’s clear 
that Valentin does have an eye for style, but greatly needs 
to improve his skills. With a bit more training in fabric 
selection, cutting, sewing, and fitting, he may well morph 
into another Austin designer to keep your eyes on.

When I first heard about the East Side’s 
much-hyped Papi Tino’s, my expectations 
ran high. Described as an authentic Mex- 
ican cantina, it became the overnight dar- 
ling of the glam set when it opened last 
year. Owner Alan Gonzalez, a former archi- 
tect, infused new life into one of East Sixth 
Street’s sagging Victorians, drawing inspira- 
tion from the house itself, as well as from 
the neighborhood’s own barrio aesthetics. 

Mismatched thrift store tables and chairs 
spill out from the front porch of this bunga- 
low-turned-restaurant. Christmas lights are 
strung up between the trees in the yard, 
while rubber tire landscaping and tropicals 
in found-object pots add artistic charm to 
the outdoor dining area. Inside, the house 
has a stripped-down, candlelit ambience 
that makes you feel like you’ve stepped into 
another century. The effect is delightful and 
romantic. 


For all its seemingly accidental charm, 
however, the food here is damned pricey. A 
plate of guacamole sets you back $9. Sure, 
it is fresh, with diced tomato and onion, but 
it’s not so very different from the $6 plate 
you’d get anywhere else in town. Mango 
ceviche rings up at $13, and while the 
mangos and homemade chips elevate the 
dish, the marinated fish is unexceptional. 

This, then, is Papi Tino’s art. It takes 
a classic old frame and dresses it with 
some clever baubles to make it new, and 
even more remarkable, to make it desir- 
able. A short roster of cantina-style dishes 
is offered for nightly dinner and weekend 
brunch. These are well-executed; the com- 
mitment to quality ingredients and thoughtful 
preparation comes through in dishes like the 
Enchiladas de Camaron ($17). The shrimp 
inside their tortillas are perky and altogether 
muscle up to the tomatillo-poblano sauce 
enrobing them like a velvet cloak. An order 
of shredded duck tacos, studded with 
crisp chicharrones and pickled onions (an 
off-the-menu special, $10 for two), offered a 
well-studied contrast in flavors and textures. 
A pleasant $9 scoop of peanut ice cream 
gets some value-added dressing with a “puff 
cruller” made from a fried flour tortilla. 



Do not expect rice and beans with your 
meal; do not expect free chips and salsa. 
Papi Tino’s is not really selling affordable 
meals; it’s selling atmosphere. And in this 
respect, it succeeds admirably. The restau- 
rant features live music practically every 
night of the week and a first-rate bar pouring 
an impressive range of tequilas and mescals. 
When the sonidos are playing, and the mes- 
cal is flowing, it’s hard to imagine a more 
pleasant way to unload some extra coin.

Whiskey of the Week: 

Fitch’s Goat 

So I get this email from a PR profes- 
sional: “Dear Wes, Can you feel the 
momentum? It’s coming from Austin’s 
newest spirits company, Bone Spirits. 

The farm-to-bottle distillery has just 
launched its second offering, Fitch’s 
Goat Whiskey, within just a couple of 
months of debuting its first successful 
spirit, Smith’s Premium Vodka.” 

Can I feel the momentum? All I can feel is, “Damn, another local 
distillery. Tito, what have you done to us?” But, it is close by in 
Smithville, and I try to pay attention to anything that’s within a two- 
hour drive of Austin. Plus, the fact that they’re using locally grown, 
organic corn as the mash is intriguing. When I checked the resumes 


of the owners, there was some serious experience and education. 
So I gave both of their whiskeys a try. 

Both are just a touch hotter than usual because they have higher 
alcohol content. The primary difference between the two, other than 
price, is in their aromas. The Moonshine ($26) actually still smells 
a bit like corn, even after distillation. I happen to love corn, so it’s a 
fragrance that I fancy. The Com Whiskey ($36) has spent time in 
barrels and has a nice caramel color and vanilla aroma. If you take 
your whiskey neat, these differences will matter. If you mix it with, 
say, Coke, or blend it into a Missouri Mule, then go for the cheaper 
whiskey. But if you take some time searching for subtleties, com- 
paring these two whiskeys will reward your efforts. And isn’t it nice 
that we’re getting them from a local company that cares enough 
about their product and our wellbeing that they’re making everything 
from scratch and using organic ingredients. I’m impressed. Both are 
available at most Twin Liquors and Spec’s stores.

Area farmers’ markets and farm stands are 

reporting record sales this month due to bum- 
per crops of blackberries, corn, tomatoes, and 
peaches. An interesting aspect of this year’s 
growing season is that most crops arrived two to 
three weeks earlier than usual, which means 
later summer crops such as melons, apples, and 
figs will show up on market tables earlier, as 
well. It’s a great summer for canning and pre- 
serving, or just enjoying the fresh bounty of sum- 
mer produce every week. In celebration of this, 
the Sustainable Food Center’s markets Down- 
town (Fourth & Guadalupe) and at Sunset 
Valley (3200 Jones Rd.) have scheduled fruit 
and veggie festivals on Saturday mornings in 
June with cooking demos by different local chefs. 

And speaking of local farms, we’re told that 
Springdale Farm (755 Springdale Rd.) is one of 
the city’s most popular outdoor wedding venues 
this year. Evidently, couples seeking a relaxed, 
farm-to-table event experience love the East 
Austin urban farm’s shady grounds and the hos- 
pitality of owners Paula and Glenn Foore. 

We’ve been hearing raves about the grilled 
cheese sandwiches on the lunch menu at South 
Austin’s new Henri’s Wine & Cheese (2026 
S. Lamar), and also that it’s the perfect spot to 
enjoy a cheese plate and a glass of wine while 
waiting for a seat next door at the always-busy 
Barley Swine (2024 S. Lamar)... In that same 
neighborhood, chef Andrew Francisco is back 
at Olivia (2043 S. Lamar) with a four-dinner 
series inspired by his world travels. The June 20 
dinner features dishes from Western China; 
make necessary reservations at 804-2700. 

From June 18 through Sept. 3, the four Little 
Woodrow’s outlets host a turtle-racing competi- 
tion at a different location each night, Tuesday 
through Friday, with betting and sponsored racing 
turtles.

And Star Bar (600 W. Sixth) offers different pro- 
motions every night; Thursday’s Star Barrio fea- 
tures a free nacho bar and drink specials like 
Ghost-Pepper Infused Tequila Bloody Marias 
during happy hour, 4-7pm.

Chen Z Hot Pot and Noodle Bar

For those thinking Chen Z Hot Pot and Noodle Bar is just 
a second location of the popular and tiny Chen’s Noodle 
House up north, think again. The Hot Pot was opened as a 
collaboration between Zhao “George” Chen of Chen’s 
Noodle House fame, Johnson Ngo of Musashino Sushi 
Dokoro, and Chen’s brother-in-law Henry Wong, former 
owner of Mikado Ryotei. The executive chefs are Mr. Chen, 
the knife-shaved noodle king who brings dishes from 
Northern China, and Keung Chan, who specializes in Hong 
Kong dishes. They ride herd on a staff of cooks behind the 
open cooking line, with a menu that features small-plate 
appetizers - noodles (stir-fried and in broth) - and hot pots 
(think shabu-shabu or sukiyaki). 

Chen Z Hot Pot and Noodle Bar sits facing Anderson 
Lane, in the Village Shopping Center. It’s a sophisticated 
and comfortable space, accented by warm wood and brown 
leather, with cool limestone accents. With hip, urban music 
playing in the background, it’s apparent who their hoped-for 
demographic is. Service is efficient and friendly without 
being smothering. 

A couple of things that stand out at first glance are the 
freshness and quality of the ingredients, as well as the 
generosity of the portions. For those who think the prices 
are a little steep, you do get value for the tab. We started 
with the appetizer section, always one of our faves on a 
menu. Red Chili Won Ton ($7.50) is a large bowl of pork- 
and shrimp-filled wontons with tender skins, bathed in 
peanut sauce and chile oil; with a dab of soy and chile 
paste, they were superb. A minor rant here: The gorgeous 
iron pots that hold the soy sauce are impossible to pour 
from; more function, less form, please. The Grilled Lamb 
Skewers ($9) are fantastic. Eight long skewers hold 




wood-grilled lamb chunks covered with a paste of chile 
and cumin; a perfect example of Northern China street 
food at its best. 

We couldn’t pass up the dumplings ($7), opting for tradi- 
tional dough, pork filling, and panfried. A platter arrived 
bearing 15 small, nicely browned potstickers that we ate with 
abandon. The dipping sauce needs some work; building com- 
plexity with scallions, ginger, red vinegar, and a touch of sugar 
would do it a world of good. The Green Onion Crepes 
($4.50) are as good as ever - golden-brown flaky discs 
encapsulating a generous scallion filling. The best in town. 

Next came noodles in broth, from a selection of eight 
options, using five different noodles. The Chen Z Original 
($8.50) is a must. Rich chicken broth holds thin slices of 
tender beef, baby bok choy, onion, and cilantro with the 
knife-shaved noodles. They’re as good as ever, but the tex- 
ture of the noodles is more uniform than before, leading us 
to believe they are being cut differently. For wok-fried noo- 
dles (14 options, 4 noodles), we went for the Chen Z ($9), 


substituting wide, flat, chow fun rice noodles - kissed by 
the dragon fire of the wok - with ribeye, chicken, shrimp, 
Asian greens, shitake, and beech mushrooms. A big favor- 
ite of the visit. 

Hot pots can now be shared, and after tasting all four broth 
options ($6 each), we decided that the tomato (a North China 
thing) was the most complex and delicious. The pot arrives 
with a burner underneath and three dipping sauces: chile oil 
and oyster sauce, an assertive fermented mung bean, and 
sesame oil-garlic. You have 39 options of meat, seafood, and 
vegetables to choose from, ranging between $3 and $9.50 
each (they recommend a combo of two per pot; you can add 
noodles later if you like). The goal is to add or dip the items 
into the boiling broth to cook them at the table, cooking the 
densest items the longest. You can then dip them in the 
sauce. Add the noodles to heat them up, and when the noo- 
dles are eaten, drink the broth like a soup. It’s a fun, hands-on, 
leisurely eating experience. We love the new Chen Z experi- 
ence, and will definitely return often. - Mick Vann

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Bob Dorough Still Has 
the Magic Number 

ON ‘SCHOOLHOUSE ROCK!/ BEBOP, 

AND BEING FOREVER BEATNIK

If you’re reading this while holding a newsprint copy of The Austin 
Chronicle in your hands, chances are good that you’re familiar with Bob 
Dorough’s music and voice. Intimately familiar, in fact - he may well be 
responsible for your ability to count, parse grammar, explicate women’s suf- 
frage, balance your bank account, and understand global warming. Certainly 
Dorough, the jazzbo mind and musical director behind Schoolhouse Rock!, 
had an influence on De La Soul (“The Magic Number”). If your only familiari- 
ty is with Dorough’s Saturday morning songsmithery, however, you’re likely 
unaware that the now 88-year-old bebopper also worked alongside everyone 
from Miles Davis to John Zorn, Allen Ginsberg to Thelonious Monk, and Dizzy 
Gillespie to Blossom Dearie. He’s hip like that, this guy. He’s wicked cool. 

The Austin Chronicle spoke with Dorough by phone, from his home in the 
Poconos, on the eve of his Continental Club debut. (And yes, Lolly, we have 
been assured that adverbs will be in abundance.) 


Austin Chronicle: One of the things 
you’re known for ; other than School- 
house Rock!, are the song-poems you 
did in Los Angeles in the early Sixties. 
Can you talk a little about that? 

Bob Dorough: I was living a double 
life. I had a bebop band that I 
arranged and played piano with, 
strictly instrumental, and then in 
some of the smaller clubs in and 
around Los Angeles I sang and 
played the poetry of Langston 
Hughes - which I had adapted to 
song. Lawrence Lipton, the guru of 
the Beat poets, was producing an 
album called Jazz Canto , Vol. 1, and 
he wanted me on it. I said I’d do it 
but only if I could also do [my ver- 


sion of] Lawrence Ferlinghetti’s 
poem “Dog.” That’s pretty famous 
amongst a certain class of my fans. 
AC: Did you consider yourself to 
be a beatnik at that time? Or is 
that only something you’d recog- 
nize in hindsight? 

BD: Well, when bebop first hit New 
York in 1949, that city was full of 
young cats like me, and a few ladies, 
from all over the country. Everyone 
came to New York to hear the mas- 
ters, like Dizz and Miles and Monk 
and all our bebop heroes. I think at 
the time we considered ourselves 
strictly an underground class. Very 
few people wanted to hear Dizz, 
Miles, and Monk, much less their 



neophytes like me and my col- 
leagues. But we kept jamming and 
playing together, living the under- 
ground beatnik life, dabbling in a lit- 
tle marijuana smoking, and whatever 
we could do. We kept flowing and 
learning those songs, those bebop 
tunes, but we always felt very under- 
ground. A hippie is a beatnik is a hip- 
pie. Of course, he doesn’t have much 
money, but he’s having a great time! 
AC: Miles Davis recruited you to do 
“ Blue Xmas (To Whom It May 
Concern)’’ which is one of the coolest 
holiday songs ever written. How 
exactly did you hook up with him? 
BD: I finally met Miles in L.A. in 
’62, right before I returned to New 
York. I had heard through a mutual 
friend that he had listened to my 
Devil May Care LP, on Bethlehem 
Records, and listened all the way 
through. So I thought, Let’s go see 
him! We went to the club where he 
was playing with John Coltrane and 
Cannonball Adderley and, whereas 
a normal person would say, “Hey, I 
liked your LP,” Miles grabbed me 
by the wrist and whispered in my 
ear. He said, “Bob, go up and sing 
‘Baltimore Oriole,”’ and then he 
drug me up on the bandstand, 
shooed the horn players off, and I 
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sang it. Then we went to a few par- 
ties together and got to be kind of 
friendly, and eventually he asked 
me to do that Christmas song. 

AC: Are you surprised by how 
enormous a cultural touchstone 
the Schoolhouse Rock! series 
has become? 

BD: Well, you know, initially the plan 
was to just make a record and a 
workbook to help kids learn their 
multiplication tables, something that 
could be sent out to schools and 
libraries. I looked at it as a very 


important challenge, and I thought 
that if I could do it right, I could really 
reach a lot of young people, which is 
something that I’d always wanted to 
do. And I think that I really lucked out 
with the animator, Tom Yohe, and his 
partner, the musician George Newall. 
Tom and I even ended up writing a 
couple of songs together where he 
did the lyrics and I did the music. ■

DVD Watch 

The Strange 
Love of 
Martha Ivers 

HD Cinema Classics ,

Film noir’s shad- 
owy look and bleak 
attitude get their 
clutches on this 
melodramatic corker from 1946, which stars 
Barbara Stanwyck, Van Heflin, Lizabeth Scott, 
and Kirk Douglas in his first screen role. It’s 
a fraught stylistic combination, but one that 
suits this postwar story about a rich, power- 
ful, and selfish woman whose life has been 


shaped by an incident that occurred on a 
dark, rainy night during her adolescence. 

The film opens in 1928, as young and 
willful Martha Ivers (played by Janis Wilson 
in this prologue - before the movie skips 
ahead 18 years and the character blossoms 
into Barbara Stanwyck) is apprehended 
after running away from home. She lives in 
Iverstown with her rich, imperious aunt (Judith 
Anderson). Martha’s accomplice is Sam 
Masterson (Darryl Hickman), a boy from the 
wrong side of the tracks, who manages to 
flee Iverstown on his own that night. Martha’s 
tutor, Mr. O’Neil (Roman Bohnen), rushes 
with his son Walter (Mickey Kuhn) to Mrs. 
Ivers’ mansion in a toadying attempt to dem- 
onstrate his usefulness. Martha and milque- 
toast Walter are friends in spite of their over- 
bearing guardians, but it is Sam who clearly 
excites Martha’s anti-authoritarian impulses. 


Fortunately, it’s not long before this con- 
stellation of characters grows into their 
older (and better-performing) counterparts. 
After the plodding preamble, things pick up 
in 1946, as Sam (Heflin), now a drifter and 
gambler, just happens to be driving past 
Iverstown when his car crashes. (Look for a 
brief, unbilled appearance by future filmmaker 
Blake Edwards as a hitchhiking sailor in that 
car.) Sam learns that Martha (Stanwyck) 
now runs her aunt’s factory and is married 
to Walter (Douglas), an alcoholic who is in 
the midst of a campaign to become the local 
district attorney. Some new blood is stirred 
into this old gang with the appearance of Toni 
Marachek (Scott), a beautiful blonde who 
happens to be sitting with her luggage on the 
front stoop of the house where Sam grew up. 
Toni and Sam instantly hit it off. Events from 
the past and in the present then ricochet 


toward the film’s perverse and nasty conclu- 
sion. Stunning contributions by costumer 
Edith Head and frequent film noir composer 
Miklos Rozsa also add volumes to the mix. 

The Strange Love of Martha Ivers fell into 
public domain when its copyright wasn’t 
renewed in 1974, which means there have 
been been a slew of bad videos and DVDs in 
circulation over the years. The print restored 
for this Blu-ray release comes from the Library 
of Congress. The result is bright and clean, 
although it appears too smooth and polished 
for my taste. The images are sharp but all 
the film grain and fine definition are missing. 
Additionally, a commentary track by film noir 
historian William Hare is stilted and not terribly 
informative. But stick with the movie and you’ll 
see the best print of Martha Ivers that’s seen 
the light of day since I was a kid who watched 
it after school on TV. - Marjorie Baumgarten

‘The unknown' 

A live score, fancy eats, and circus feats 
accompany a silent film masterpiece

There’s a scene in Tod Browning’s film The Unknown in which 
Lon Chaney plays the guitar with his feet. This scene got the Alamo 
Drafthouse’s Tim League, who played classical guitar as kid, think- 
ing about a guitar-based score to accompany the film. The 1927 silent 
takes place in Spain, and Chaney plays a knife-throwing circus per- 
former with no arms. The film only gets stranger from there. 


League asked Matt Hinsley, president 
and founder of the Austin Classical Guitar 
Society, if he might be interested in writing 
an original score for the film. The idea had 
appeal, but Hinsley was not sure he wanted 
to take on the task himself. However, he 
had just hired the Europe-based guitar 
duo, Les Freres Meduses, to perform in 
Austin over the summer. A partnership 
between Randall Avers and Benoit Albert, 
Les Freres Meduses is known for its light- 
hearted humor and playful theatricality. 

“Randy has an uncanny knack for com- 
edy in music, and Benoit is a true compos- 
er who also has a feel for dance and perfor- 
mance,” says Hinsley. He reasoned that if 
anyone could write a score for a movie set 
in a traveling circus, they could. He sent 
them a copy of the film and asked if they 
would be willing to take on the job. Their 
response was an emphatic “yes.” 

Things fell into place pretty rapidly 
from there, as good ideas tend to do. Avers 
and Albert were thoroughly energized by 
the project. The score that they wrote fea- 
tures some of their own original composi- 
tions, as well as variations on well-known 
guitar pieces like Joaquin Rodrigo’s 
“Tonadilla.” Violinist Will Fedkenheuer, of 
the Miro Quartet, will accompany them on 
a gypsy-inspired romp into a bizarre film 
world of mystery and freak shows that 
makes Water for Elephants look like a 
Ringling Bros, commercial. 


Meanwhile, Hinsley, 
ever the ringmaster, 
has concocted a 
complete circus ambi- 
ence surrounding the 
event. He’s hired knife 
throwers, circus per- 
formers, hula hoop 
artists, and even a 
klezmer band (Mazel 
Tov Kocktail Hour) for 
the aftershow. 

John Bullington, the 
Alamo Drafthouse’s executive chef, 
developed a menu of passed appetizers 
and plated dishes to be served before and 
during the screening. Working within 
Hinsley’s general parameters (vegetarian 
options and gluten-free friendly), 
Bullington’s menu is an homage to 
Spain’s vibrant flavors. Roasted summer 
vegetables accompanied by romesco 
sauce, citrusy squid escabeche , and mush- 
rooms stuffed with manchego and chori- 
zo are among the culinary delights 
designed to transport guests into the 
weird world of The Unknown. For the 
more carnivorous among the guests, 
there will be smoked beef with blue 
cheese and Vidalia onion jam. Wines 
have been chosen to pair with the meal. 
The entire event promises to be brim- 
ming with musical fantasy, film, food, 
and fun. ■ 



Forever Lon 

Eye to eye with the 
Man of a Thousand Faces

It’s somehow fitting that I’m writing this hours after receiving the news 
that iconic American author Ray Bradbury has died. Bradbury famously 
attributed his love of all things weird, wild, and wondrous to having been 
exposed - at the age of 3, no less - to Lon Chaney’s bravura performance 
as Quasimodo in the 1923 adaptation of The Hunchback of Notre Dame. 
Coincidentally, and fortuitously, my first exposure to Chaney, and to the 
dark lyricism of silent filmmaking, involved both Wallace Worsley’s ver- 
sion of Victor Hugo’s novel and the then more obscure Tod Browning 
masterpiece The Unknown. I was 10 at the time, so Bradbury got the 
jump on me, frightwise, but my memories of discovering Chaney, the 
man of a thousand faces, remain crystal clear to this day.

I caught that fever- 
ishly manic double 
bill at a pizza joint 
outside of Rochester, 
New York, by the 
name of Shakey’s. 
Decades before the 
Alamo Drafthouse 
came along, Shakey’s 
hit on the brilliant 
idea of projecting 
16mm films on an inside screen for 
patrons to view while noshing on a glori- 
ously gooey slice or quaffing a frosty, locally 
brewed Genesee Cream Ale. 

As a proto -Alamo, Shakey’s standard 
exhibition fare mostly ran to Three Stooges 
and Laurel & Hardy shorts, so the Chaney 
double bill was something of a rarity. Still, 
discovering Chaney in motion, alive - as 
opposed to in print, via Forrest J 
Ackerman’s Famous Monsters of Filmland 
magazine, to which I was already wholly 
addicted - shook the budding pre-teen 
cineaste within me to its core. Who knew 
silent films of this sort even existed? 
Probably everyone over the age of 16 in 
Rochester - the home of Kodak, George 
Eastman House, and the late silent film 
scholar and preservationist James Card. 
(Only years later, after moving to Texas, 
did I discover that my family home was 
mere blocks away from the apartment of 


the once-upon-a-time screen siren Louise 
Brooks. C’est la vie.) 

By 1976, 1 had already bought and assem- 
bled the Aurora Monster Models kit of “The 
Hunchback,” but seeing Chaney’s insanely 
operatic performance as Alonzo, the love- 
sick, craven, and apparently armless circus 
knife-thrower in The Unknown was a reve- 
lation. Browning’s film is an epic tragedy 
with an emphasis on the freakish outsider 
(Chaney, natch) and the emotional and 
physical contortions of splintering humani- 
ty. A spidery vein of gallows humor runs 
throughout the circus-set picture (a very 
young Joan Crawford is also in the cast), but 
the only thing that comes close to trumping 
Chaney’s typically volcanic performance is 
the expressionistic camerawork courtesy of 
Merritt B. Gerstad, who would go on to film 
Browning’s most infamous and excoriated 
film, the horrific, antic Freaks, in 1932. 

The tortured love, thwarted vengeance, 
and outsized emotions Chaney invoked from 
the dicey detritus of his personal life can 
seem hackneyed to the jaded ADHD eye of 
modern cineplex audiences. It’s their loss: 
True lovers of pure filmmaking can’t help but 
be mesmerized by Chaney’s mad whirligig 
performance and Browning’s habitually pes- 
simistic worldview. It’s a three-ring vicious 
circus of mad love and treasonous hearts, a 
chiaroscurotic cirque perdu of outsiders and 
artists, and Lon Chaney’s finest hour. ■

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Never Heard of ’Em: Austin’s Music Explosion 1994-2000

What do you want from your pursuit of happiness? For those led by the music muse, a 
measure of recognition to go with the years of study, practice, and work is as desirable 
as monetary compensation. The gold standard remains a headlining slot, but achieving 
that even on a local level can require 24/7 tending, not to mention the constant demand 
for new - and better - songs. 

Sue Donahoe’s 2010 book speaks to the years she and her late husband Mike ran 
musical ephemera shop Local Flavor, catering to the Austin music scene and its artists. 
That gave her a catbird perch for observations on the scene, especially those segments 
of it that were largely off the radar. And it’s easy to be off Austin’s radar even while 
answering the muse nightly - yet musicians who take risky gigs are true warriors of the 
musical realms. They test the unknown venues, play as thankless openers, try to develop 
audiences for music where none exist, or try to keep the ones that do entertained. Never 
Heard of ’Em posits these lesser-known local stalwarts - across genres from folk to punk 
to cult: Ponty Bone, Apaches of Paris, Johnny Goudie, Bubble Puppy, the Chumps - as the 
foundation of Austin music. Lots of fun photos and food for thought, but it cries out for an 
index. That in itself would summarize Donahoe’s loving title point. - Margaret Moser 


Ernie K-Doe: 

The R&B 
Emperor of 
New Orleans

The R&B Emperor 
of New Orleans is 
ambitious, but never 
overstated in its 
oversized and eye-poppingly gorgeous hard- 
back that brims about the singer who called 
himself “Emperor of the Universe.” To author 
and true believer Ben Sandmel, New Orleans 
didn’t get any more royal than Ernie K-Doe - 
as the vintage photos and rich, scholarly text 
attest. That’s saying a lot, given that K-Doe’s 
contemporaries include the iconic Fats 
Domino, Aaron Neville, and Little Richard. The 
man born Ernest Kador Jr. boasted a string 
of funky regional hits (“Certain Girl,” “Hello 
My Lover”) before conquering the nation with 
1961’s “Mother-in-Law,” and held court at 
his Mother-in-Law Lounge until his death in 
2001. His brilliantly colorful and often self- 
sabotaged career ultimately revived through 
the true love he found with his last wife, 
Antoinette, and while that’s a sweet coda, it’s 
the searing stories of life in New Orleans for 
a man laid to rest wearing a crown that make 
this book - much like John Swenson’s New 
Atlantis last year - an absolutely essential 
Gulf Coast read. - Margaret Moser

Charlie Louvin 
was a good man:

Ira Louvin was a hot-headed drunk who 
smashed mandolins, got shot by his wife, 
called Elvis Presley a “damn white-nigger,” 
and gave his little brother hell. They had 
an angel/demon dynamic not uncommon in 
siblings and together they were the best har- 
mony team in country music. Satan Is Real 
begins in Alabama on the family cotton farm 
where pleasures were few. To Charlie and 
Ira, making it as singers was mostly about 


not ending up cotton farmers themselves. 
Their dream was the Grand Ole Opry, and the 
road to Ryman ran long and treacherous, but 
those “determined little bastards” stayed the 
course - playing hundreds of shows a year 
until they got there. While Ira’s haunting high 
tenor trademarked the group, his boozy, self- 
destructive behavior threatened it and Charlie 
was constantly pushed to his limits trying to 
keep the train-wreck on rails (Ira was killed 
by a drunk driver in 1965). Satan Is Real is 
plainspoken in its prose and penetrating in its 
wisdom. Louvin’s ability to recollect specifics 
makes it a historical read, and his talent for 
contextualizing events makes it profoundly 
human. Unforgettable cameos by Johnny 
Cash, Kris Kristofferson, and Bill Monroe 
aren’t name-dropping: They help you under- 
stand what the Louvin Brothers meant in their 
day. Billed as “a real-life Cain and Abel story,” 
this posthumous memoir (Louvin died of can- 
cer last year) is true in character though not 
outcome. The good son lives in this one, but 
the way he keeps his brother’s memory alive 
makes it a superb duet. - Kevin Curtin 

Twentieth Century Drifter: 

The Life of Marty Robbins 

by Diane Diekman 
University of 
Illinois Press, 

280 pp., $29.95 

Diane Diekman 
acknowledges the 
challenge of chroni- 
cling Marty Robbins’ 
life before she even 
begins, noting in her 
preface that through- 
out the entirety of 
her interviews, “He 
seemed to be univer- 
sally loved, admired, and respected.” Robbins 
was regarded not only for his versatile song- 
writing - a beloved canon spanning three 
decades, and everything from teen pop stan- 
dards to classic Western ballads - but also 
for his level of commitment to the respon- 
sibility of stardom on and off the stage. His 
generosity and classiness set him as the 
epitome of the Grand Ole Opry star, while 
his celebrated excursions onto the NASCAR 
track in the Seventies garnered him an appre- 
ciation beyond country music. Still, while 
Robbins hewed to a strict moral compass, 
Diekman does an admirable job of explor- 
ing the psychology of a shy, dirt-poor guitar 
strummer named Martin David Robinson who, 
as a fan-driven superstar, found his conser- 
vative traditionalism wrangling with country 


music’s shifting norms through the Sixties 
and Seventies. Given the lack of revelations, 
salacious or otherwise, Diekman propels the 
narrative with impressive detail and energy, 
leaving the reader with an impression that 
can only echo the admiration and respect of 
those who knew him. - Doug Freeman 

Dwight Yoakam: A Thousand 
Miles From Nowhere 

by Don McLeese 
University of Texas Press,

Scandal is the wellspring of music biogra- 
phies. Winding roads of drug and/or alcohol 
abuse and addiction’s post-high destruc- 
tion crisscross the globe from every musi- 
cal direction. Don McLeese’s book Dwight 
Yoakam: A Thousand Miles From Nowhere 
focuses on the music behind the man, not 
the man behind the music. Not that there’s 
much scandal to unearth. Country hero 
Dwight Yoakam never touched a drop of 
alcohol or indulged in drugs throughout his 
L. A. -based career, so McLeese makes clear 


this won’t be a Sharon 
Stone “dirt sandwich.” 
McLeese, former Austin 
American-Statesman 
pop critic, is the first 
to tackle Yoakam’s 
career, explored 
through long-winded 
interviews. He unpacks 
the vague origins of his 
subject’s hillbilly-rock 
sound, following a mar- 
ginal Nashville career 
to his beginnings in the Southern California 
roots-punk scene and his rocky professional 
relationship with longtime lead guitarist Pete 
Anderson. McLeese explores the authenticity 
in Yoakam’s music, analyzing both how a tee- 
totaler could write anthemic drinking songs, 
and how a man who spent most of his life as 
a city slicker became the boot-clad symbol 
of a cowboy. This fast-paced book acts as a 
stethoscope to the heart of Yoakam’s coun- 
trypolitan career, registering a strong beat 
and clear intention. - Abby Johnston

Bob Tapes: 

A Cave Full 
of Ghosts 

by Billy Bob Thornton 
and Kinky Friedman 
William Morrow , 

272 pp., $26.99 

Probably the best com- 
pliment due this nontradi- 
tional movie star biography is that half the time 
it reads like a Joe R. Lansdale novel. It’s got 
that bone-deep East Texas/Arkansas feel and, 
as co-written and transcribed by Kinky Friedman, 
it’s rife with Southern gothicisms, delightfully 
weird digressions, and the sort of 3am philoso- 
phizing that Flannery O’Connor had to make 
up. Thornton remains dyslexic, OCD-plagued, 
agoraphobic, and a natural born storyteller - so 
this book reads like the after-midnight musings 
of an insomniac. Reared in rural Arkansas by a 
bonafide psychic - rent semi-autobiographical 
Billy Bob noir The Gift - Thornton (musician first, 
actor second) and writer buddy Tom Epperson 
(One False Move) light out for California with 
actorly aspirations. Thornton’s first monologue 
in acting class involves rewriting Othello into 
the Southern-fried Othie and Desi, which leads 
circuitously to an Academy Award for Sling 
Blade and all that entailed. To paraphrase Sling 
Blade’s Karl Childers, Thornton lives inside of 
his own heart, which is an awful big place to 
live in, but boy howdy, what a life. - Marc Savlov

KD: A Jazz Biography 
by Dave Oliphant 
Wings Press, 192 pp., $ 19.95 

It will take a few pages to get absorbed into 
its flow, but once you get a handle on the literally 
poetic grace of this fascinating narrative on Texas 
jazz trumpeter Kenny Dorham, KD grooves with 
all the soul and verve of a bebop solo. Dorham 
(1924-1972) spent his adolescence in Austin, 
attending the old, segregated Anderson High 
School before moving on to a prolific career play- 
ing with Charlie Parker, Sonny Rollins, and Andrew 
Hill, to name three notables. Oliphant, a retired 
UT Austin senior lecturer and author of 1996’s 
authoritative Texan Jazz, crafts a labor-intensive 
project that not only covers the breadth of the jazz 
man’s career but sets it in rhyming quatrains. It 
helps to be familiar with Dorham’s life and music 
since much of the prose refers to fellow musi- 
cians, song titles, recording sessions, and a jazz 
milieu in general that will leave novices out in the 
cold. By the same token, the author’s periodic references to mythology and the classics 
left this reader high and dry. Nevertheless, Oliphant is to be commended for this unique 
spotlight on a historically underappreciated Texas jazz giant. - Jay Trachtenberg 



To Selena, 

With Love

Latin music shud- 
dered and listed when 
Selena Quintanilla- 
Perez was murdered 
in Corpus Christi on 
March 31, 1995. 

Almost 20 years later, 
the Tejano singer still 
occupies sanctified space in her fandom’s 
collective heart - as evidenced by April’s 
posthumous duets disc, Enamorada De Ti, 
which debuted at the top of Billboard's Latin 
Albums chart. Selena merchandise - from 
postage stamps to prepaid debit cards - still 
enjoys a brisk trade, and now Selena’s wid- 
ower, Chris Perez, adds his contribution to 
the ongoing beatification of the Lake Jackson- 
born pop princess. His is a memoir of their 
relationship, from the first blush of love to his 
wrenching final goodbye in the funeral home. 
And yet, Perez’s authorial voice is so bland 
and utterly devoted in his adoration of Selena 
that he renders himself a cipher. What’s 
more, Selena, as rendered by her husband - 
who has since won a Grammy, remarried, and 
divorced - seems flawless, never throwing 
tantrums, farting in bed, or consenting to a 
little premarital bidi bidi bom bom. The lacu- 
nae in Perez’s personal story - he purposeful- 
ly leaves out wide swaths of detail - serve as 
a beige counterpoint to Selena’s everlasting 
sparkle. Everyone cares about Selena; where 
Perez stumbles is making the audience care 
about him. - Melanie Haupt 

Stalking the Red Headed 

Stranger

A book about song plugging might be a 
tough sell. But one about how you chased 
Willie Nelson to far Eastern Canada to get 
him to listen to a song once recorded by 
Frank Sinatra - a tale laced with the ins and 
outs of not only song plugging but the music 
business overall - now that’s a book. Song 
plugging is about getting an artist, producer, 
music supervisor, or one of their representa- 
tives to listen to a song with the hopes they 


will record it or use it 
in some way. Randy 
Poe, president of the 
publishing company 
owned by Jerry Leiber 
and Mike Stoller (who 
wrote “Hound Dog,” 

“Stand By Me,” “What 
a Wonderful World,” 
and many, many 
more), and author 
of 2006’s excellent 
Skydog: The Duane 
Allman Story, is one 
of the most successful song pluggers of our 
day. Here he offers advice on how to get the 
right song in the right singer’s hands. Some 
of it is patently obvious, but smartly pre- 
sented for newcomers. Eventually, the story 
of how Poe got to work for Leiber and Stoller 

- combined with his attempts and eventual 
success in getting on Willie’s bus via plane, 
taxi, rental car, and ferry boat (with the help 
of John McEuen of the Nitty Gritty Dirt Band) 

- is both humorous and completely engaging.

In Dance All Night, 

Baylor University 
professor Dr. Jean A. 

Boyd takes what we do 
know about Western 
swing - the saga of 
Bob Wills, the influen- 
tial career of Milton 
Brown - and uses 
that as a springboard to examine bands from 
West and South Texas, Oklahoma, and more, 
which existed during this curious flashpoint 
where the ballroom jazz of Benny Goodman 
met with the earliest strains of country to 
make something new and very danceable. 
Boyd’s book takes a close look at other 
developmental artists in the genre, many of 
whom scattered in the wake of World War II. 
She shines a deserving light on innovators 
like the Hi-Flyers, Bar X Cowboys, and more 


- all while carefully setting into place the 
technology and culture that fostered these 
groups. In her quest to uncover each voice in 
Western swing and put it all into place, Boyd 
sacrifices some of the readability and edito- 
rial touch that might make these characters 
jump off the page, but she’s writing here 
as an academic, not a novelist, and regard- 
less of approach, Dance All Night swings as 
a sometimes forgotten and exciting tale of 
Texas music history. -Adam Schragin 

When I Left Home: My Story 

by Buddy Guy with David Ritz 
Da Capo Press, 288 pp., $26 (paper) 

Buddy Guy was raised on killing pigs, 
taming wild horses, and taking guitar les- 
sons from the birds in Louisiana trees. The 
Chicago blues legend, 75, credits those three 
ingredients, plus John Lee Hooker’s “Boogie 
Chillen’,” for making him into one of the bad- 
dest bluesmen ever to walk this earth - as 
told in When I Left Home, Guy’s recount of his 
hoochie-coochie life. Written with artist biog- 
rapher David Ritz (Ray Charles, Marvin Gaye), 
it’s an easy read, heavy with dialogue - and 


by the 10th detailed 
conversation between 
Guy and a fellow 
Chicago bluesman, 
you start wonder- 
ing just exactly how 
much he’s embel- 
lishing. Otherwise, 
it’s an insightful look 
into a Chess Records 
crew that got into 
just as much trouble 
as anybody willing to 
waltz their way down South Michigan Avenue. 
Theirs was the Midwest rat pack: Muddy 
Waters, Willie Dixon, Howlin’ Wolf, Little 
Walter - dudes who ruled the Chicago grave- 
yard crowd on late-night business. Since Guy 
was there every step of the way from 1960 
on, he’s got stories to tell, and they certainly 
come in handy when he’s barely mentioning 
his mother’s passing (“That year, 1968 was 
marked by death, none more painful to me 
than my mom’s”), or offering a sales pitch 
about his club, Legends. Even then, you can’t 
ignore the Hoodoo Man. - Chase Hoffberger

Commando: The Autobiography 
of Johnny Ramone 

by Johnny Ramone 
Abrams Image , 

176 pp., $24.95 

“\ liked being angry/' wrote 
guitarist Johnny Ramone not 
long before his death from 
prostate cancer in 2004. “It 
energized me and made me 
feel strong.” Short, sharp, and 
unapologetic, Commando reads 
like a Ramones song. Johnny 
was the band’s begrudgingly 
acknowledged leader, keep- 
ing them rolling through Dee 
Dee’s heroin addiction, Joey’s 
obsessive-compulsive disor- 
der, and Marky’s alcoholism. 

The blue-collar conservative embraced the 
no-nonsense work ethic of his construction 
worker father. To him, the club was a job site 
and other bands were competition. Thus, the 
Ramones never set out to be marginalized. 


Johnny explains how the New York quartet 
studied primitive videotape of its early shows 
to calculate everything from outfits to pos- 
ture. He expected commercial success and 

didn’t resign himself to cult sta- 
tus until 1980’s Phil Spector- 
produced End of the Century 
failed to break through. Though 
passed off as brothers, the 
punk pioneers were frequently 
contemptuous of each other. 
Johnny’s relationship with Joey 
was toxic even before he began 
dating the singer’s ex-girlfriend 
Linda (they later married), and 
he rarely misses a chance to 
paint the frontman as whiny 
and difficult. Johnny’s hard- 
boiled tone doesn’t change 
even as he loses two bandmates and faces 
his own death. There’s no grand confessional 
to end Commando, just a nod of gratitude 
toward family, friends, and fans. Its character- 
istic succinctness rings genuine. - Greg Beets 




Seeing the Light: Inside 
the Velvet Underground 

by Rob Jovanovic 

St Martin’s Press , 294 pp., $26.99 

For an outfit with such a short initial exis- 
tence, there sure are a lot of books about 
the Velvet Underground. Instead of forming 
a band, did every one of the relatively few 
people who saw the New Yorkers back in the 
Sixties sit down at the typewriter instead? 

It’s a testament to the band’s ongoing influ- 
ence, of course, that leads to the publication 
of books like Seeing the Light: Inside the 
Velvet Underground - whose value dwells in 
the reader’s own perspective. For longtime 
fans this tome adds nothing new, although 
chapters on the group’s post -Loaded exis- 
tence offer some glimmers, and there’s 
more commentary from Moe Tucker and 
Doug Yule than expected. Those new to the 
Velvets get a quick-and-dirty guide to the 
band, blazing through its initial career (1964- 
1973) and brief Nineties reunion with more 
facts than analysis. - Michael Toland

April 10, 

1970: the 
Beatles dis- 
solve. January 
30, 1973: Kiss 
suits up for the 
first time in 
Queens, New 
York. Adopting 
glam and plat- 
form heels from the New York Dolls, and 
horror movie makeup from the Alice Cooper 
band, the three big city kids - Stanley Eisen, 
Peter Criscuola, and Paul Frehley - and 
bass-playing Israeli Chaim Weitz became the 
most recognizable brand in pop music after 
the four Liverpudlians. In order, that’s Paul 
“Starchild” Stanley, Peter “the Cat” Criss, 
“Spaceman” Ace Frehley, and Gene Simmons 
- “the Demon.” Bruce Springsteen maintains 
that U2’s the last band he can name all four 
members of, but for a decade starting in the 
mid-Seventies the Kiss Army ruled. Frehley’s 
memoir reads like his writing credits in the 
band (“Cold Gin,” “Parasite,” “Shock Me”): 
pure, loose, no-brainers. His axe to grind, 
besides his own alcoholism, is Simmons 
(friendless sex addict and slob) - but most 
revealing is the near total absence of Stanley, 
particularly on the individual vices list. Too 
soon, it’s the nondrinking/drugging front- 
men against street-smart ex-gangbangers 
Frehley and Criss. The outcome still best 
represents itself in the four solo Kiss LPs 
from the height of the band’s popularity in 
the late Seventies. Unlistenable: Stanley and 
Simmons. Criss: 1950s NYC. Frehley: Top 40 
hit “New York Groove.”

This Is a 
Call: The 
Life and 
Times of 
Dave Grohl

Dave Grohl 
gets the thor- 
oughly unauthor- 
ized treatment 
from Paul 
Brannigan’s 
This Is a Call, the first biography on the 
breathlessly adored rock & roll archangel. 
Brannigan - who made his name editing 
UK mag Kerrang! - didn’t get this life story 
straight from his subject’s mouth, despite a 
longstanding friendship with Grohl, and he 
is instead forced to turn toward compulsive 
and resourceful scrapping. He combs end- 
less interviews, recordings, critical bluster, 
and his own discourse with everyone from 
childhood friends to schoolteachers to fill 
out 416 pages like a salvaged, mosaic ver- 
sion of Grohl’s actual history. Ultimately, 
it’s not enough. While the text is pumped 
with lively enthusiasm for Grohl’s prodigious 
body of work, Brannigan quickly wanders 
into surface-level idolatry. Pages and pages 
of tribute to the well-paved D.C. hardcore 
scene from which the Foo Fighters emerged, 
and yet another examination of Nirvana’s 
Nevermind , scarcely turn over any new 
stones. At times, Grohl’s name isn’t even 
mentioned for a shocking number of page- 
turns. Overstuffed with frivolous, wholesale 
details (the deductible product of a frustrat- 
ing lack of access), and left plucking quotes 
from latter-day documentaries to fill space, 
this is a book written by a Dave Grohl fan 
(and friend) first, and an author second.

Diamond in the Rough: A Memoir

Shawn Colvin knows about starting fires. A fledg- 
ling pyromaniac, she stomped grass fires in her 
childhood and continued the emotional equivalent 
well into her adulthood, eventually extinguishing alco- 
holism and failed romantic trysts. She also kept the 
fire burning in her two-decade climb for mainstream 
success. In the local singer-songwriter’s new mem- 
oir, the “Sunny Came Home” singer takes the leap 
from lyricism to long-form narrative - writing with 
the same wit and journalistic truth that translate 
into her guitar-backed tell-alls. This time the confes- 
sionals pull double duty, as the memoir appears at 
the same time as her new album All Fall Down - the 
diary of a particularly troubling breakup. According 
to Diamond in the Rough, Colvin’s no stranger to 


heartache. She laces the largely tumultuous journey 
from smoky bars in Austin to the streets of New York with a survivor’s sense of humor, 
understanding the gravity of situations, but trying to make them accessible. With the 
frank additions of the names of her lovers, the memoir gives just the right amount of 
juicy details to the stories behind her most celebrated songs. - Abby Johnston 


Too High To Die: Meet the Meat Puppets 

by Greg Prato 
Lulu.COm , 396 pp., $ 24.99 

Even the best stories need context or, at the very least, 
a decent editor. This extensive oral history of a now-local 
act that Red Hot Chili Peppers’ bassist Flea calls “a fuck- 
ing truly psychedelic, wild, dangerous, beautiful band,” 
lacks both. The potential’s certainly here. Brothers Curt 
and Cris Kirkwood are delightfully candid in their recollec- 
tions of the desert, drugs, and touring experiences that 
shaped the band’s twisted psych-punk - not to mention 
the harrowing scars it left on Cris and the duo’s trium- 
phant comeback with 2009’s Sewn Together. Contributions 
from Mark Arm of Mudhoney, Black Flag’s Chuck Dukowski 
and Henry Rollins, producer Jack Endino, and Ian MacKaye 

- among many others - lend credibility and occasional 
insight, even if printed ad nauseam (see the chapter 
dedicated to Soundgarden guitarist Kim Thayil’s thoughts on the Meat Puppets epony- 
mous debut). Local fans will appreciate commentary from bandmate Shandon Sahm and 
members of the Butthole Surfers. (Paul Leary in Phoenix, 1981: “I remember thinking 
how bizarre it was that they liked Neil Young ... I thought they were kidding at first.”) Even 
then, author Greg Prato fails to put it all together in a manner that captivates the reader 

- accomplishing less in 407 pages than Michael Azerrad did with the Puppets’ contempo- 
raries in chapterlong summations for Our Band Could Be Your Life. - Austin Powell 



Big Day 
Coming: Yo 
La Tengo and 
the Rise of 
Indie Rock

Many books are 
written about indie 
rock, but few are 
as complete as Big 
Day Coming. This 
362-page tome is filled with every detail on 
all things early indie, using the history of Yo 
La Tengo to filter the information. It’s a slow 
starter; the first few chapters read more like 
a love letter to the Hoboken music scene, 
without much direction. Once it gets going, 
however, any indie nerd will delight in the 
depth of information on Yo La Tengo and the 
scene they came up in. And it’s an amazing 
story due to the fact that YLT have stayed 
relevant through every trendy scene wave. 

Plus, the anecdotes are priceless; Austinites 
will especially enjoy the sections on Matador 
head Gerard Cosloy’s early years. It’s a book 
aimed at music nerds, but it’s rewarding, with 
the best moments being little insights into the 
relationship between Ira Kaplan and Georgia 
Hubley, the long-married base of Yo La Tengo. 
From their meeting at a Feelies show to their 
enduring bond and band, Big Day Coming is a 
treat peek into the lives of a notoriously 
private couple.

33 Revolutions Per Minute: 

A History of Protest Songs, 

From Billie Holiday to Green Day 
by Dorian Lynskey 
Ecco/HarperCollins, 660 pp., $19.99 

Like many people appalled by what’s hap- 
pened in the United States these past 12 
years, I’ve become passionate about politics 


in ways previously 
unimaginable. 

British music critic 
Dorian Lynskey 
expands that 
concept into 33 
chapters ranging 
from the titular 
Billie Holiday’s 
“Strange Fruit” 
to Green Day’s 
“American Idiot,” 
with the author 
doing a bang-up 
job recounting the 
circumstances, personalities, and results (or 
lack thereof) surrounding each song. Lynskey 
doesn’t limit himself to folk, rock, or jazz 
either. Chapters on James Brown, Fela Kuti, 
and Public Enemy reveal backstories long 
forgotten. The same is true of his discussion 
of the riot grrrl phenomena of the Nineties. 
Some of Lynskey’s choices are obvious 
(Dylan, Guthrie, Seeger, Gil Scott-Heron, Billy 
Bragg), others less so (Nina Simone, REM) 

- but all are useful in describing a particular 
time or movement. One glaring omission is 
Phil Ochs. Although he’s mentioned liber- 
ally in the chapters dealing with the Sixties, 
Ochs was in some ways more important, and 
certainly more active, than Dylan when it 
came to protest songs - and in this context 
remains miles beyond U2, which is given a 
chapter simply to discuss Live Aid, Band Aid, 
and USA For Africa. An examination of Steve 
Earle’s “John Walker’s Blues” is particularly 
notable for the way it introduces dialogue on 
Toby Keith’s jingoism and the persecution of 
the Dixie Chicks. The combination of lively 
prose and well-researched subject matter 
make 33 Revolutions Per Minute an engross- 
ing sociological overview of the past 70 
years in musical activism. Anyone who gladly 
mixes music and politics these days - and I 
know you’re out there - will it find hard to put 
down. - Jim Caligiuri

CHALLENGING BUSINESS MODELS 

Dr. Jason Burke rolled out his “Hangover 
Heaven” medical bus fleet in Las Vegas in 
April, offering revelers a faster, clinically prop- 
er recovery from their night of excess drinking 
for a $90 to $150 fee. After giving their medi- 
cal history, “patients” receive intravenous 
saline, with B and C vitamins and whatever 
prescription or over-the-counter drugs are 
appropriate, says Burke (a licensed anesthe- 
siologist). No drunks are served; the patient 
must be in the “hangover” stage. One M.D., 
who hosts a radio show, told CBS News, “I 
think many doctors are kicking themselves 
because they didn’t think of this first.” 

No Trademark for You: 1) A restaurant set 
to open in April in West Palm Beach, Fla., 
named with a Japanese word suggesting 
“good fortune, wealth and prosperity,” was 
denied a trademark by the Florida Division of 
Corporations. The name in question: the 
Fuku. 2) In April, Alabama’s alcoholic bever- 
age control agency rejected Founders Brewing 
Co.’s request to sell its Dirty Bastard beer in 
the state, even though Founders pointed out 
that the state already permits another com- 
pany to sell Fat Bastard wine. The agency 
acknowledged the similarity, but said Fat 
Bastard was approved years ago and that no 
one at the agency now recalls why. 

In April, the Taiwan tabloid Apple Daily pro- 
filed a 27-year-old man who said he has tripled 
his previous salary by becoming a public 
snitch, turning in videos of litterers and spitters 
violating Taipei laws that reward informants a 
fee of one-fourth the amount of any fines. In 
the last two years, the man (“Chou”) said he 


has had 5,000 cases result in fines, for which 
he has been paid the equivalent of $50,000. 
He said he now teaches classes in snitching. 

SCIENCE ON THE CUTTING EDGE 

Researchers Need to Believe: Surely the 
world’s longest-running science experiment is 
the 85-year-old continuing project to visually 
ascertain whether “pitch” (a tar) is liquid. Begun 
at England’s Cambridge University, the project is 
now housed at the University of Queensland in 
Australia, where the custodian believes the next 
drop (the ninth ever) will fall in 2013. The previ- 
ous teardrop-shaped bead descended in 2000. 

Dung beetles are known to researchers to 
roll perfectly made balls with their back legs 
and to periodically mount the balls, pirouette, 
and climb down to be on their way. Emily 
Baird of Lund University in Sweden explained 
why in a January issue of the journal PLoS 
One : The beetles are gathering celestial read- 
ings to help shepherd their balls home, away 
from predators. Baird’s specialty is learning 
how animals with tiny brains perform complex 
tasks, and to test the dung beetle, she 
patiently watched 22 of them guide their balls 
through an obstacle course her team created. 

People with the condition Alternating 
Gender Incongruity (AGI) say they periodically, 
but repeatedly, sense themselves as of the 
opposite gender, sometimes imagining they 
possess “phantom genitalia” of that gender. 
Professor Vilayanur Ramachandran, of the 
University of California, San Diego’s Center 
for Brain and Cognition, tested 32 previously 
undiagnosed AGI sufferers and found mild 
correlations with multiple-personality disorder, 
bipolar disorder, and, oddly, ambidexterity. His 


research appeared in April in the journal 
Medical Hypotheses and was reviewed by 
Scientific American. 

LEADING ECONOMIC INDICATORS 

Only about 16 percent of stock market 
transactions consist of what most people think 
of as buying or selling of company or mutual 
fund shares (“real” investors interacting with 
actual brokers). The rest, according to analysis 
by Morgan Stanley’s Quantitative and 
Derivative Strategies group covering October to 
December 2011, were performed by comput- 
ers acting automatically and at staggeringly 
high frequency, using software algorithms, buy- 
ing or selling mindlessly, based on what trad- 
ing firms needed to fill out their portfolios’ 
profitably on a second-by-second basis. 

Two homeless, penniless men in Fresno, 
Calif., are setting a high bar for frequency and 
expense of ambulance trips to the hospital. A 
41-year-old who says he has “a major problem 
with my liver” and a 51-year-old allegedly sei- 
zure-prone man called for a combined 1,363 
trips in 2011, which at the market rate would 
have cost them $545,000 (apart from evalua- 
tions by the hospital, which would have cost 
more than $500,000), according to a February 
investigation by the Fresno Bee. Taxpayers and 
the insured foot the bills (reduced somewhat 
because the ambulance company and the hos- 
pital take lower fees). Neither the ambulance 
company nor the hospital can refuse to serve 
the men, and attempts to talk the men out of 
the trips are either futile or too laborious for 
the emergency technicians to attempt. 

PET MANIA 

The expense of caring for a pet, at least 
among the affluent, appears to be recession- 
resistant, amounting to about $50 billion in 
the U.S. for 2011, according to a trade asso- 
ciation. Much of that spending is on advanced 
medical services such as bone marrow trans- 
plants at North Carolina State University (65 
already performed) and stent procedures to 
open clogged bladders or kidneys (630 last 
year) at the Animal Medical Center in New 
York City. Said one man, who had paid about 
$25,000 to treat his 10-year-old dog’s lympho- 
ma, “I wondered if I was doing this for selfish 
reasons. I asked myself, ‘If I were a 10-year- 
old dog, would I want to go through this?”’ 
(Unfortunately, considering dogs’ short life 
spans, cancer remissions are almost always 
short-lived.) 

But sometimes, the weird news is heartwarm- 
ing. KTUL-TV, reporting in April on the Sooner 
Golden Retriever Rescue in Tulsa, Okla., profiled 
Tanner (a Golden Retriever blind from epilepsy 
and suffering seizures, incontinence, and biting 
frenzies), who took a shine to the arrival of Blair 
(a homeless black Labrador with a gunshot 
wound). Almost immediately, Rescue personnel 
noted, Tanner became playful, as Blair led him 
around the grounds in much the way that assis- 
tance dogs guide blind humans. Both dogs have 
thus staved off being euthanized and are being 
considered for joint adoption.

Day Trips

Bracken Bat Cave outside of New 
Braunfels is home to the world’s largest bat 
colony and is open to the public for a trial 
period on weekends this summer. There are 
so many bats emerging from the opening at 
the bottom of the limestone sinkhole that 
they show up on weather radar. 

As the sun drops behind the live oak cov- 
ered horizon, 16 to 20 million Mexican free- 
tailed bats fly into the night looking for insects. 
The bats reside in Central Texas from March to 
November before migrating to Mexico. 

Bat Conservation International acquired 
the property in 1992, but access has been 
limited to members. They’re the same folks 
who do educational programs about bats at 
Austin’s Congress Avenue Bridge, the largest 
urban colony of bats in the world. 

BCI provides a bat briefing at Natural Bridge 
Caverns before visitors drive to the property. 

As twilight engulfs the landscape, the flapping 
of thousands of wings grows into a soft roar 
as the bats execute their well-choreographed 
exit. Ribbons of flying mammals flutter into 
the fading light like columns of smoke. The 
display continues for four hours until the last 
insectivore goes on a dinner run.

two advancing on; this group stage 
concludes in September-October. 


This whole job thing can be a serious distraction 
during the European Championships this month. 

If it weren’t for ESPN3 streaming all the games live 
- with pretty good video quality - I wouldn’t be com- 
ing to work at all these first two weeks. 

At press time - 12 games in and halfway through 
the group stage - Euro 2012 is perhaps surpass- 
ing expectations: We’ve had positive attacking play; 
no scoreless draws, but 11 close games; one big 
upset (Denmark over Holland); one come-from- 
behind home team win (Ukraine over Sweden); 
and a good amount of goals (33 overall), including 
a few gorgeous finishes, but most of them built out 
of well-played balls and well-timed runs. It’s been a 
very high caliber of play indeed. 

If there’s a favorite at this point, it’s Germany; but 
how tough is their Group of Death? Despite opening 
with two wins, the Germans (No. 2 in the world) still 
haven’t clinched a quarterfinal spot, and despite 
opening with two losses, Holland (No. 4 in the 
world) still isn’t eliminated. It’ll all be sorted out 
starting this Saturday, June 16, as the group stage 
finales play out over four days, with two simultane- 
ous games each day, at 1:45pm on ESPN & ESPN2: 

Saturday (A): Czech Rep. vs. Poland; Greece vs. Russia 
Sunday (B): Denmark vs. Germany; Portugal vs. Holland 
Monday (C): Croatia vs. Spain; Italy vs. Ireland 
Tuesday (D): England vs. Ukraine; Sweden vs. France 
Quarterfinals: Thursday-Sunday, June 21-24, also 1:45pm.

D: Colin Trevorrow; with Aubrey Plaza, Mark Duplass, Karan Soni, Jake Johnson, Jenica Bergere, 
Mary Lynn Rajskub, Jeff Garlin. (R, 85 min.) 


It's easy, I suppose, to sing the praises of 
Aubrey Plaza ( Parks and Recreation; the web 
series Troopers). Here, as Darius, an intern 


working for a glossy, trendy Seattle maga- 
zine, she’s droll, melancholy, and transcen- 
dent in equal measures. (And of course 
there are those jeepers-creepers peepers 
that appear to swallow the whole world and 
find it wholly wanting. Throw me a rope, 
please.) The title’s slippery, spanner-in-the- 
works allusion to normal life, total loss, 
and tentative love is what makes the film 
flow as well and as richly as it does, but 
it’s Plaza’s wide-eyed conviction that makes 
the whole thing ring true. 

Along with jerkish writer Jeff (Johnson) 
and cautious fellow intern 
Arnau (Soni), Darius sets out 
to unravel the mystery behind a 
bizarre personal ad referencing 
an impossibility - “WANTED: 

Someone to go back in time 
with me. This is not a joke. ... Must bring 
your own weapons. ... Safety not guaran- 
teed.” The wellspring of screenwriter Derek 
Connolly’s script is a personal ad from 
Backwoods Home Magazine circa 1997, 
which, after making the Internet rounds, 
turned out to have been written by Editor 
John Silveira. No matter. It’s a gem of a story. 

The flimsy “investigation,” which Jeff 
uses as an excuse to hook up with an 
old high school flame (the fantastic 
Bergere), reveals Kenneth (Duplass, in what 
deserves to be the indie actor’s breakout 


role), an earnest and seemingly unsound, 
erstwhile time bandit hoping to correct 
a past romantic mistake. Sweetly para- 
noid, with guns, laser thefts, and shady 
government types hovering about his 
periphery, Kenneth is clearly delusional, 
and yet .... He both complements and 
answers Darius’ endless emotional pall. 

A sly variation on the “manic pixie dream 
girl,” Plaza plays Darius opposite from 
the way you might expect: She’s anything 
but manic and whatever pixie dust this 
wounded character may have at one time 
possessed has curdled into a 
sour broth of emotional soli- 
tude and inner insecurities. 
Who’s fooling who? And who’s 
only fooling themselves? The 
beautiful, helpless grin on her 
face as she marathons through the forest 
with Kenneth answers all. 

Safety Not Guaranteed is bound to 
be compared to Eternal Sunshine of the 
Spotless Mind. It’s nothing like that film, 
however, less of a philosophical argument 
and more of a character piece driven deep 
into the heart by Duplass and Plaza. It’s 
smaller, possibly wiser, and certainly less 
likely to find the audience it deserves. 

Still, I found myself falling for it, hard. It’s 
Trevorrow’s feature debut and we’d like to 
see more, please. 



HYSTERIA 

D: Tanya Wexler; with Maggie Gyllenhaal, Hugh Dancy, 
Jonathan Pryce, Felicity Jones, Rupert Everett, Ashley 
Jensen, Sheridan Smith.

Before Betty Friedan wrote the book on “the 
problem that has no name,” 19th century 
medical practitioners called it “female hyste- 
ria,” a condition with symptoms that included 
listlessness, anxiety, irritability, raging libido, or 
an altogether absent sex drive. “Hysterical par- 
oxysm” was prescribed to beat the blues away, 
wherein doctors would manually massage a 
woman to orgasm. The so very Victorian-twee 
Hysteria tells the (fictionalized) story of one 
such doctor and the repetitive-strain injury that 
inspired him to invent the vibrator. 

Dr. Mortimer Granville (Dancy) wants to do 
good work, but can’t seem to hold down a 
job, which is how he finds his hands full with 
dissatisfied housewives in 1880s London. 
Having newly joined the practice of Dr. Robert 
Dalrymple (Pryce), Robert’s head swivels 
between the two Dalrymple daughters - 
sweet, temperate Emily (Jones) and fiery suf- 
fragette Charlotte (Gyllenhaal). There’s never 
any question who he’ll end up with - it’s as 
foregone as the extras hitting their marks 
with over-rehearsed precision and the film- 
makers milking laughs from their comfortable 
perch in the 21st century. 

Rather born to wear a frock coat, Dancy 
shares the stammer-blush, winning-grin meth- 
odology of countryman Hugh Grant, only with 
more probity and better posture. He’s a milk- 
sop standing next to the leonine Gyllenhaal, 
the only one bringing the breath of life to this 
hermetically sealed curiosity. Hysteria gently 
amuses, yes - about as much as it irritates 
with its inflated sense of how sexually risque 
(“aren’t we naughty!”) - or forward-thinking 
(“aren’t we feminist!”) - the material truly is.

ROCK OF AGES

Cranston. (PG-13, 123 min.) 

If Eighties rock nostalgia happens to be 
your particular cup of (P)oison, then the wall- 
to-wall hair metal and power balladry of Rock 
of Ages will make you want to (R)ush head- 
long into this screen (J)ourney. You’ll have to 
forgive the rest of us (F)oreigners for hopping 
the next (S)peedwagon outta here. 

Adapted for the screen by Justin Theroux, 
Chris D’Arienzo, and Allan Loeb from the hit 
play, Rock of Ages joins Mamma Mia! in its 
creation of narrative entertainment from a 
pre-existing body of musical work. It seems 
a somewhat backward way of approaching 
artistic creation, one more likely to feed the 
nostalgia machine than the divine muses. 

The result shoehorns a meager storyline into 
a nonstop parade of stadium rock. Often, 
there’s not more than a line or two of dia- 
logue spoken before the next big number 
starts. Creating plot from lyrics, in this case, 
leads to heavy-handed literalism and limited 
creativity. The wall of music is amusing for a 
while, but grows into a loud, wearying assault 
long before the movie’s two hours are up. 

Hough (after starring in Footloose, that 
other Eighties revamp) stars as Rock of 
Ages’ “small-town girl” Sherrie, who arrives 



on L.A.’s Sunset Strip and, in short order, is 
mugged, finds a boyfriend (Boneta’s Drew), 
lands a waitress job at the Strip’s famous 
Bourbon Club, and loses said boyfriend over 
a misunderstanding. As the Bourbon’s aging 
and near-bankrupt owner Dennis Dupree, 

Alec Baldwin lends to the proceedings a wry, 
theatrical air, which is offset by the unruly 
rock & roll ethos of his right-hand man, Lonny 
(Russell Brand). Outside the venue, Patricia 
Whitmore (Catherine Zeta-Jones), wife of 
L.A.’s hypocritical mayor (Bryan Cranston), 
is engaged in a campaign to shut down the 
Bourbon and all the debauchery for which it 
stands. Mary J. Blige turns up as the man- 
ager of a strip club, where Sherrie turns for 
work when her romance hits the skids. Blige, 
one of the film’s only bona fide singers, has 
her vocals as curiously subsumed to the 
power orchestrations that overwhelm the 
songs as all the nonpro vocalists. 

Rock of Ages belongs, however, to Tom 
Cruise as the Axl Rose-like Stacee Jaxx, a dis- 
solute rock god managed by sleazeball Paul 
Gill (Paul Giamatti). Cruise, who seemingly can 
no longer play anything but oversized parodic 
characters, steps into the right assless chaps 
for this role, although he’s nearly upstaged by 
the character’s pet monkey. Appearing shirt- 
less throughout much of the film, Cruise and 
his rock-god poses seem to be the film’s pri- 
mary selling point. Malin Akerman ably plays a 
Rolling Stone reporter who is the only person 
who calls Stacee on his bullshit. Yet for all 
the decent performances, Rock of Ages plays 
like canned spectacle. By the end, you will 
still “... Want To Know What Love Is.”

CHERNOBYL DIARIES

Setting a horror film in long-abandoned Pripyat, 
Ukraine - the closest town to the hulking Chernobyl 
nuclear power plant when it melted down in 1986 - 
seems like an inspired idea. The grim reality of what 
happened there should feasibly provide plenty of 
radioactive grist for an eerie journey into the unknown. 
Sorry, no. A group of generic, young American tour- 
ists - Paul (Sadowski), girlfriend Natalie (Dudley), her 
friend Amanda (Kelley), and Chris (McCartney) - are 
wandering around Eastern Europe looking for “some- 
thing a little different” when they team up with shady 
ex-military “guide” Uri (Diatchenko), who promises to

The time might have seemed right to bring back 
Barnabas Collins, the 200-year-old vampire who 
became the star attraction of the 1966-1971 soap 
opera Dark Shadows - though on evidence of this new 
film, it may sometimes be better to let sleeping vam- 
pires lie. Certainly Tim Burton and Johnny Depp, mov- 
iedom’s co-conspirators in the whimsically weird, seem 
the right pair for the job, but they haven’t allowed for 
the postmodern camp factor.

It opens with a dedication to Kim Jong-il and closes 
with an anti-Semitic joke, so how can it be that Sacha 
Baron’s Cohen’s bite in this new movie seems tooth- 
less and safe? Several good comedic jabs are deliv- 
ered along the way, but the film’s overall pace is fitful 
and its targets soft. Opting here for scripted comedy 
rather than the guerrilla tactics of Borat, Baron Cohen 
plays warmongering Admiral General Omar Aladeen, the 
despotic ruler of the fictional country of Wadiya. At his 
side is Tamir (Kingsley), who plots to overthrow Aladeen 
by having him summoned to the United Nations 
and assassinated. The plot goes awry and Aladeen 
escapes, finding refuge in New York with radical activ- 
ist Zoey (Faris). A climactic speech on the lessons 
Western democracy might learn from Middle Eastern 
despotism offers moments of pure brilliance, but it 
also illustrates exactly what the film is missing: barbs 
that aim for the comedic bull’s-eye.

Transitioning nicely to the screen, Dr. Seuss’ 1971 
children’s classic is like cautionary science fiction for 
the prepubescent set. The Lorax imagines what might 
happen to the world were there no longer trees. The 
town of Thneedville is the embodiment of that night- 
mare until young Ted (Efron) tries to impress Audrey 
(Swift), who wants to see a real tree. That quest 
leads Ted to the Once-ler (Helms), who explains he is 
the one responsible for the decimation of the forest. 
His story involves a rash, young man out to make 
his fortune and the Lorax, the mustachioed, peanut- 
shaped guardian of the forest. The Once-ler has 
harbored one last seed that he passes on to Ted, 
who uses it to get the girl and ultimately show the 
entire community the error of their ways. Although the 
movie’s ecological message is dominant, the film’s 
zippy and buoyant framework make the lessons seem 
not like medicine.

PROMETHEUS

Elizabeth Shaw (Rapace), along with Theron ’s frosty 
Weyland Corporation representative, Fassbender’s 
unknowable robot, and Elba’s flinty captain (among 
others), is on a mission to uncover the origins of life 
on Earth. It will surprise no one that the poor humans 
get more than they bargained for, but precious little 
attention is meted out to them, as big questions are 
continually raised.
